PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE 

NEW-HAMPSHIRE  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE, 

AT  ITS   FIFTY-EIGHTH  SESSION 

HELD  AT  THE 

Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Nashua, 
APRIL  28-MAY  2,  1887. 


The  clay  preceding  the  opening  of  the  Conference  was  occupied  in 
the  examination  of  candidates  for  admission  to  the  Conference,  and  of 
those  pursuing  the  four  years'  course  of  study. 

At  7.30  the  Temperance  Anniversary  was  held  in  the  church,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union,  Mrs.  N.  II. 
Knox,  of  Littleton,  presiding.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Mrs.  Richardson, 
of  Amherst,  after  which  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Livermore  delivered  an  elo- 
quent address.  A  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Conference  Seminary 
was  held  the  same  evening. 


THURSDAY, 

At  nine  o'clock  the  Conference  was  opened  by  Bishop  Harris,  who 
read  the  22nd  chapter  of  Luke,  and  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the 
Lord's  Supper,  assisted  by  the  Presiding  Elders  and  Rev.  G.  W.  H. 
Clark,  of  the  New  England  Conference. 

S.  E.  Quimby,  Secretary  of  the  last  Conference,  called  the  roll,  and 
eighty  responded  to  their  names.  ^  Silas  Wiggin  and  Lorcn  H.  Gordon 
were  reported  deceased. 

S.  E.  Quimby,  was,  by  acclamation,  re-elected  Secretary,  and  named 
O.  S.  Baketel,  N.  C.  Alger  and  C.  II.  Leet,  assistants. 

E.  P.  F.  Dearborn  was  chosen  Statistical  Secretary,  and  named  J.  F. 
Spalding,  E.  R.  Perkins,  G.  W.  Buzzell  and  C.  J.  Chase  as  his 
assistants. 

The  morning  prayer-meeting  was  fixed  at  8  o'clock;  8.30  as  the  hour 
for  opening  the  business  sessions,  and  11.45  as  the  hour  for  adjourn- 
ment. 

The  usual  Conference  committees  were  nominated  by  the  Presiding 
Elders  and  were  elected. 

A  draft  on  the  Chartered  Fund  for  $30,  and  one  on  the  Book  Concern 
for  $217,  were  ordered. 
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A  communication  in  regard  to  changing  the  ratio  of  ministerial  rep- 
resentation in  the  General  Conference,  was  read  by  the  Secretary. 
4  The  motion,  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  was  lost,  the  vote 

standing  three  in  favor,  and  sixty-five  against. 

A  communication  from  the  Treasurers  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  was 
read  and  referred  to  the  Presiding  Elders  for  the  apportionment  of  the 
amount  required. 

Rev.  Dr.  Sanford  Hunt,  of  the  Methodist  Book  Concern,  was  intro- 
duced and  addressed  the  Conference. 

Rev.  J.  L.  Ilurlburt,  D.  D.,  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Sunday-school 
Union,  was  introduced,  and  addressed  the  Conference. 

Rev.  R.  S.  Rust,  D.  D.,  Secretary  of  the  Ereedman's  Aid  Society, 
was  introduced,  and  addressed  the  Conference. 

Voted,  to  give  the  collections  for  General  Conference  expenses  to 
the  committee  for  receiving  benevolent  collections. 

Voted,  that  a  committee  of  three  be  elected  to  correspond  with  those 
members  of  the  Conference  not  present  owing  to  age  or  disability. 

Ordered,  that  the  interest  on  the  Kelley  Bequest  be  paid  to  the  Con- 
ference Stewards,  as  provided  by  the  will. 

By  rising  vote,  a  request  was  made  to  the  Bishop  to  transfer  from 
the  New  England  Conference  to  this,  G.  W.  H.  Clark,  and  he  was 
transferred. 

E.  L.  House  was  appointed  agent  to  canvass  among  the  preachers  for 
the  Methodist  Beview. 

Time  extended,  minutes  read  and  approved,  then  adjourned. 

1.30  P.  M.  The  Conference  Sermon  was  preached  by  C.  M.  Dins- 
more,  from  Phil.  3.  13.  He  was  assisted  in  the  service  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Rust. 

At  3  p.  m.,  the  anniversary  of  the  Sunday-school  Union  was  held,  W. 
E.  Bennett,  presiding.  Rev.  Dr.  Hurlburt  ably  represented  the  Sunday- 
school  interests. 

At  7.30  p.  m.,  the  anniversary  of  the  Ereedman's  Aid  Society  was 
held,  strong  speeches  being  made  by  Rev.  Drs.  Rust  and  Hurlburt. 


FKI1>AY. 

The  morning  prayer-meeting,  at  eight  o'clock,  was  conducted  by  G. 
A.  McLaughlin. 

At  8.30  the  Conference  session  was  opened  by  devotional  services 
conducted  by  0.  H.  Jasper,  D.  D. 

The  Statistical  Secretary  made  a  preliminary  report,  and  asked  the 
appointment  of  F.  E.  White  and  L,  R.  Danforth  as  additional  as- 
sistants. 

The  report  of  the  Conference  Trustees  was  made  by  Geo.  J.  Judkins. 
The  sum  of  $G5,  for  indigent  students,  was  placed  in  the  liands  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Conference  Seminary  Trustees. 
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Voted,  that  the  Stewards  be  instructed  to  report  separately  the  item 
of  distribution  of  the  Kelley  Bequest.  Also,  that  the  funds  for  Do- 
mestic Missions  be  distributed  by  the  Presiding  Elders.  Also,  that 
$37.37,  the  funds  for  the  educational  work,  be  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Conference  Seminary,  to  be  ex- 
pended under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Voted,  that  whatever  funds  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees,  af- 
ter the  necessary  expenses,  be  appropriated  to  assist  in  building  a 
church  at  Lake  Village,  and  be  disbursed  under  the  direction  of  the 
Presiding  Elder. 

Voted,  that  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  report  the  disposi- 
tion of  the  funds  in  their  hands. 

The  Stewards  reported  a  basis  of  distribution,  which  was  approved. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Beach,  D.  D.,  President  of  the  Wesleyan  Universit3%  was 
introduced  and  spoke. 

The  Conference,  with  thanks,  received  from  the  Secretary,  S.  E. 
Quimby,  a  bound  set  of  Conference  Minutes  from  1839  to  188C,  also  in- 
cluding 1833  ;  and  the  General  Minutes  from  the  first  to  1839.  The  ex- 
pense of  binding  these  was  ordered  to  be  paid  from  the  Conference 
funds. 

Voted,  to  refer  the  contract  for  publishing  the  Conference  Minutes 
to  the  Publishing  Committee,  with  power. 

Rev.  Dr.  A.  S.  Hunt,  Secretary  of  the  American  Bible  Society,  ad- 
dressed the  Conference. 

After  "Beautiful  Words  of  Life"  was  sung,  Chaplain  McCabe  was 
introduced,  and  briefly  spoke.

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with  such  gentlemen  as  may  be  appoiuted  by  the  other  Christian  bodies 
of  the  state  in  relation  to  this  matter. 

The  following  resolutions,  offered  by  J.  W.  Adams,  were  adopted  : — 
Whereas,  Centralville,  Lowell,  lying  within  the  bounds  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Conference,  a  growing  section  of  the  city,  containing  even

CONCORD  DISTRICT. 

Stretching  from  Manchester  to  Canada,  over  two  hundred  miles 
in  length,  including  the  finest  lake  and  mountain  scenery  in  New  Eng- 
land, visited  by  thousands  of  summer  tourists  and  vacation  ramblers 
every  year,  Concord  District  would  seem  to  afi'ord  the  finest  possible 
opportunity  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Kingdom  of  God,  by  evangelis- 
tic labor.  Yet  our  fifty  appointments,  with  their  forty-seven  Quarter- 
ly Conferences,  and  forty-five  pastors,  more  or  less  mighty  in  the 
Scriptures  and  in  prayer,  have,  notwithstanding,  continued  to  occupy, 
to  the  extent  of  about  one  fourth  the  whole  field,  so-called  Union  houses, 
and  to  depend  for  their  support,  largelj-,  upon  men  of  other,  or  of  no,  de- 
nominational preferences.  This  state  of  things  tends  to  doctrinal 
laxity  5  and,  through  fear  of  off"ending  our  helpers,  we  allow  the  peo- 
ple to  forget  that  the  main  reason  for  our  existence,  is  the  world's  need 
of  Scriptural  holiness,  which  we  must  disseminate  by  enlisting  and 
training  soldiers  for  Christ's  militant  host. 

The  lumber  camps  of  the  north;  the  busy  river  drivers  of  the 
Connecticut,  Androscoggin,  Ammonoosuc  and  Pemigewasset  valleys, 
as  well  as  the  factory  populations  of  Lake  Village,  Laconia,  Fran- 
klin, Tilton,  Suncook,  Hooksett  and  Manchester,  are  all  accessible 
to  us,  and  now  "If  we  will  we  may  do  them  good."  There  is  much 
land  yet  to  be  possessed,  and,  by  the  help  of  God,  we  are  able  to  take  it. 
The  ability  so  involves  the  duty,  that  it  will  be  an  everlasting  reproach 
to  us  if  we  do  not  enter  needy  fields  because  we  are  undesired.  Those 
who  need  us  most,  may  desire  us  least,  and  give  us  least  assurance  of 
support.  He,  whose  we  claim  to  be  and  whom  we  profess  to  serve, 
assumed  more  abject  poverty  than  the  poorest  among  us  has  yet  real- 
ized, being  despised  and  rejected  of  men,  and  shall  we  wait  for  some 
human  assurance  of  plenty  of  butter  for  our  bread,  before  we  under- 
take the  work  of  giving  the  bread  of  life  to  that  part  of  the  world  lying 
next  to  us?  I  am  sure  no  true  soldier  of  Jesus  Christ  will  so  deny  his 
Lord. 

The  Wesleyan  interpretation  of  the  Bible  doctrine  of  full  salvation 
has,  during  the  last  two  years,  received  more  specific  attention  among 
us,  than  for  some  time  previous,  and  the  definite  proclamation  of  the 
Uigh  privilege  of  believers^  under  the  covenant  of  grace,  united  with 
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testimony  to  its  experience,  has  aided  in  tlie  spiritual  uplift,  wliichthis 
year  is  manifest,  in  enlarged  ministerial  support,  encouraging  increase 
in  our  benevolent  contributions,  as  well  as  the  improvement  of  church 
and  parsonage  property  on  our  district,  and  payment  of  church  debts 
to  the  amount  of  $13,000.  Full  salvation  will  eliminate  from  church 
work  and  church  workers,  all  sorts  of  immorality,  indifference  and 
carelessness  in  ways  and  means.  No  church  can  be  hurt  by  it.  Yet, 
under  its  shadow,  the  wolf-king  of  the  universe  will  fain  ruin  the 
church  by  the  introduction  of  "Fanatical  License,"  under  the  name, 
"Liberty  of  Faith."  His  offspring,  under  whatever  name,  is  venomous 
— the  viper's  brood — to  be  destroyed  whenever  possible.  Be  sure  that 
you  make  no  mistake. 

Our  work  this  year,  with  all  its  trials  and  disappointments,  as  well 
as  struggles  and  victories,  inclines  me  to  say  : — 

1st.  No  evangelist,  revivalist,  specialist  convention,  or  anything 
else,  is  an  acceptable  substitute  for  honest,  hard  pastoral  work,  in 
street,  study  and  closet,  for  the  salvation  of  souls,  the  neglect  of 
which,  by  us,  is  inexcusable. 

2nd.  Honest  consecration  of  any  disciple's  whole  being  to  the  w  ork 
of  soul-winning,  insures  divine  approval  and  edifies  the  church. 

3rd.  What  we  all  need  is  probably  not  so  much  a  better  chance,  as 
better  improvement  of  the  one  we  have. 

With  sympathy  for  pastors'  households,  out  of  which  aged  parent, 
infant  child,  beloved  wife  has  gone  this  year,  thanks  for  gracious 
hospitality,  fraternal  help  and  greeting,  and  kindly  forbearance  v^ith 
me,  I  leave  my  work  with  God,  ray  soul  to  His  mercy,  and  this  report 
to  ray  brethren.

DOVER  DISTRICT. 

In  presenting  this,  our  second  annual  report  of  Dover  District,  it 
becomes  us  to  record,  with  thanksgiving,  that  the  dangers  and  perils  of 
a  long  and  severe  winter  have  been  safely  passed,  and  that  the  time  of 
spring  finds  us  in  vigorous,  physical  health,  and  still  in  full  harmony 
with  the  itinerancy  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  her  doctrines 
and  discipline.  Our  relations  with  pastors  and  people  have  been  most 
happy.  Everywhere  we  have  been  most  kindly  received,  and  hospita- 
bly entertained.  In  return,  we  have  given  (with  only  here  and  there  a 
day  for  rest)  our  whole  time  to  District  work.  It  has  been  our  great 
ambition  to  strengthen  the  hands  of  God's  messengers  and  the  churches 
they  served. 

Of  the  pastors  much  might  be  said  in  their  praise,  and  this  we  will 
say,  that  they  have  shown  themselves  to  be  good  men  and  true,  that 
they  have  stood  well  at  their  posts,  and  been  in  labors  abundant.  Nor 
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has  their  labor  been  in  vain  in  the  Lord,  as  the  statistics  will  doubtless 
show. 

There  are  on  this  district  seven  supernumerary  and  five  superannuated 
preachers,  all  of  them  walking  with  God,  rich  in  faith,  and  a  benedic- 
tion to  the  churches  where  they  live. 

The  general  good  health  of  the  preachers,  old  and  young,  this  year, 
is  an  occasion  for  thanksgiving.  Their  wives,  too,  with  two  or  three 
exceptions,  arc  bearing  well  the  heavy  burdens  which  the  itinerancy  im- 
poses upon  them.  Two,  however,  of  these  excellent  Christian  women, 
Sister  Bailey  and  Sister  Lunt,  have  this  year  passed  on  to  their  eternal 
reward,  dying  in  great  peace.  A  few  weeks  ago  the  dark  angel  of  ty- 
phoid fever  came  to  the  home  of  Bro.  J.  F.  Spalding,  and  bore  away  a 
beloved  son,  a  bright,  promising  young  man,  leaving  upon  that  house- 
hold a  great  shadow,  but  God  graciously  sustains.  While  some  are 
called  away,  others  are  sent.  To  six  of  the  parsonages  have  come,  and 
been  welcomed,  six  little  Methodists,  with  tenor  and  soprano  voices 
of  much  power,  swelling  the  anthems  of  the  morning  and  evening  de- 
votions. 

The  two  brethren  who  were  transferred  to  us  from  the  Philadelphia 
and  Maine  Conferences  were  cordially  welcomed  by  the  churches  to 
which  they  were  appointed,  and  have  proved  to  be  the  right  men  in  the 
right  pi  ice.  The  trouble  ia  the  Haverhill  St.  Church,  Lawrence,  oc- 
casioned by  the  defection  and  theological  crookedness  of  its  pastor, 
soon  ended  when  a  genuine  Methodist  minister  took  the  pulpit.  The 
church  was  thus  but  little  harmed.  May  God  grant  to  us,  brethren^ 
who  minister  at  Methodist  altars,  so  much  of  moral  honesty  as  will 
lead  us  to  surrender  our  places  and  our  parchments  when  we  cease  to 
accept,  and  that  without  mental  reservation,  Methodist  doctrines  ! 
Thus  shall  the  gospel  of  Christ  be  not  hindered. 

With  few  exceptions,  the  churches  on  the  district  have  taken  ad- 
vanced positions,  both  spiritually  and  temporally.  Here  and  there,  by 
reason  of  deaths  and  removals,  the  altar  fires  are  low.  A  faithful  few 
are  holding  on  by  prayer  and  sacrifice,  hoping  for  an  old  time  revival 
to  ai>ain  crowd  their  altars.  There  are  people  enough  in  these  com- 
munities to  fill  our  churches,  if  they  were  only  converted.  O,  for 
some  stirring  young  men  of  first-class  ability,  every  way,  to  take  these 
out  of  the  way  places  again  for  Jesus,  and  to  do  it  for  the  old  apostolic 
p:iy! 

Revival  services  have  been  held  in  most  of  the  churches  of  the  dis- 
trict. In  some  of  these,  earnest  evangelists  have  been  employed  from 
beyond  our  borders.  Mainly,  however,  have  these  services  been  con- 
ducted by  the  pastors  themselves,  some  of  whom  report  seekers  of  re- 
ligion at  their  altars  at  almost  every  meeting  for  weeks  together,  and 
glorious,  hallelujah  times  are  reported  in  several  of  our  churches.  Sin- 
ners must  look  out  when  there  is  a  shout  in  the  camp  of  Israel. 
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To  meet  the  apponioument  for  all  our  church  benevolences,  strong 
efforts  have  been  made.  The  * 'million  line"  for  missions,  we  hope,  has 
been  rcftched,  if  not  passed.  The  statistics  will  tell,  however.  The 
charity-begins-at-home  spirit  hinders  our  doing  what  we  ought  in  the 
matter  of  the  other  benevolences. 

Financially  the  churches  are  sound.  There  has  been  a  growing  dis- 
position among  the  churches  to  meet  their  local  obligations  without 
report  to  questionable  methods  of  raising  money.  It  has  been  found 
that  the  people  will  readily  pay  for  preaching  if  they  can  have  their 
money's  worth. 

The  work  of  church  building  and  repairs  on  church  property  has 
l)een  considerable.  At  Wolfeboro'  Junction,  a  railroad  center  on  the 
Conway  division,  a  new  society  has  been  formed.  Meetings  have  been 
held  during  the  winter  in  a  hall,  which  poorly  accommodates  the  work. 
A  Sunday-school  of  over  70  scholars  has  been  organized.  A  large  lot 
of  land,  well  located,  has  been  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $200,  and  paid  for ; 
work  upon  a  church,  to  coist  about  $1,500,  will  soon  be  commenced. 
At  Milton  Mills  there  have  been  interior  renovations  to  their  house  of 
worship,  and  a  new,  fine  toned  bell  has  been  placed  in  the  tower.  Fol- 
lowing the  rise  of  spiritual  life  at  Auburn  and  Chester,  has  come  the 
thorough  repairing  of  both  these  dilapidated  houses  of  worship. 
Nearly  $700  was  expended,  and  all  the  money  raised,  the  pastor 
says,  by  legitimate  and  Bible  methods,  and  then  he  shouts,  "Glory  to 
God  !"  It  is  truly  astonishing  what  the  people  will  do  when  they  get 
real  pious!  The  inside  of  South  Tamworth  church  has  been  made  al- 
most new.  The  outside  has  been  painted ;  the  old  cracked  bell  has 
been  removed  and  a  sound  one  put  in.  The  old  vestry  at  Portsmouth 
Was  sold  and  the  money  used  to  construct,  in  the  basement  of  the 
church,  one  of  the  pleasantest  vestries  in  the  district.  Considerable 
money  was  raised  by  subscription  to  complete  the  work,  and  the  bills 
are  all  paid.  Wc  attended  some  delightful  meetings  in  this  vestry 
during  the  Week  of  Prayer,  ilochester  people  have  made  some  needed 
changes  in  the  audience  room  of  the  church,  but  contemplate  more 
soon.  The  vestry  of  the  Haverhill  St.  church  has  been  newly  painted 
and  carpeted,  adding  much  to  its  attractiveness.  At  Methuen  a  new 
and  commodious  stable  has  been  built  for  the  parsonage.  Many  hundred 
dollars  arc  already  raised  toward  extensive  changes  in  the  church  at 
Salem  Depot.  A  fine  and  eligibly  located  lot  has  been  purchased  by 
the  people  at  Derry  Depot,  on  which  they  hope  soon  to  erect  a  chapel. 
The  High  3t.  church,  at  Great  Falls,  have  purchased  and  furnished  a 
well  located  and  convenient  parsonage.  At  other  points  lesser  im- 
provements have  been  made,  adding  much  to  the  value  of  our  church 
property.  Nearly  one  third  of  our  churches  are  not  insured.  We 
have  urged  the  unwisdom  of  this  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  trustees, 
but  the  valued  insurance  policy  law  stands  in  our  way. 
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Centralville  is  a  section  of  the  city  of  Lowell,  within  the  bounds  of 
the  New  Hampshire  Conference.  It  contains  a  population  of  from 
eight  to  ten  thousand  people,  and  only  one  Protestant  church  on  that 
side  of  the  Merrimack  river.  There  ought  to  be  a  Methodist  church 
there.  Several  influential  resident  families,  of  different  denominations, 
have  already  signified  their  readiness  to  attend  such  a  church  when 
built.  As  a  preliminary  step,  we  have  secured  the  refusal,  for  one 
year,  at  a  low  price,  of  jast  the  lot  we  want.  The  enterprise,  however, 
lacks  the  co-operation  of  some  of  the  leading  Lowell  Methodists,  we 
think  for  insufficient  reasons.  Give  us  a  suitable  place  into  which  to 
gather  the  people  of  Centralville,  and  ere  half  a  decade  shall  pass,  this 
will  be  one  of  the  strong  appointments  of  the  New  Hampshire  Confer- 
ence. O,  for  the  means  to  support  a  competent  man  there  for  one 
year,  to  work  up  this  enterprise,  after  which  we  believe  it  would  near- 
ly take  care  of  itself. 

New  work  has  been  commenced  in  the  flourishing  village  of  Merri- 
mac,  in  connection  with  Merrimacport.    It  promises  well. 

Our  last  District  camp-meeting,  at  East  Epping,  was  thought  to  be 
one  of  the  best  attended,  and  most  profitable  of  any  that  has  been  held 
on  the  Hedding  Ground  for  many  a  season.  The  soul-reviving  and 
soul-saving  power  of  God  was  manifestly  present,  and  many  will  for- 
ever look  back  with  delight  to  this  meeting.  Twelve  hundred  dollars 
of  the  debt  has  been  swept  away  thi.s  year.  Early  in  August  a  new  de- 
parture, in  the  form  of  a  Chautauqua  Assembly,  was  held  on  our  camp- 
ground. Four  of  our  leading  evangelical  churches  had  it  in  charge, 
which  drew  many  to  the  place  who  were  not  accustomed  to  go  there. 
The  programme  was  rich ;  the  weather  was  delightful,  and  such  was  the 
pleasure  and  profit,  to  those  who  attended  this  assembly,  that  there 
was  a  general  desire  to  have  another  the  coming  August.  Arrange- 
ments have  been  made  accordingly.  The  programme  of  the  management 
promises  as  much  this  year  as  last.  The  executive  committee  have 
purchased  the  Exeter  skating  rink,  a  building  of  great  seating  capaci- 
ty, which  is  to  be  re-erected  upon  the  camp-ground,  and  dedicated  to 
religious  purposes.  Accommodations  are  thus  provided  for  all  meet- 
ings in  inclement  weather.  This  building  is  to  be  ready  for  use  on  the 
first  of  August.  Various  other  improvements  have  been  made  by  the 
Association,  which  will  make  this  consecrated  spot,  sufficiently  remov- 
ed from  the  turmoil  of  the  world,  a  place  of  resort  for  physical  and 
spiritual  rest. 

The  work  of  the  year  is  ended.  We  commend  it  to  God.  May  the 
showers  of  His  grace  water  it,  that  it  may  bear  abundant  fruit  to-  His 
glory.

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CLAREMONT  DISTRICT. 

Standing  at  the  close  of  another  Conference  j'ear,  we  look  back  over 
the  work  of  the  churches  on  Claremont  District  with  deep  and  peculiar 
interest.  To  cultivate  the  fields  of  God;  to  break  up  the  fallow 
ground;  to  sow  the  precious  seeds  of  truth,  watered  by  tears,  and 
warmed  by  the  Spirit's  rays ;  to  gather  in  the  soul-sheaves  for  glory,  is  a 
work  which  angels  delight  to  look  into;  and,  as  Heaven  rejoices,  we, 
the  servants  of  Heaven,  can  but  be  glad. 

The  life  and  work  of  the  average  Methodist  preacher  in  New  Hamp- 
shire are  no  holiday  pastime.  Toiling  over  the  hills  in  the  face  of  "a 
north-easter"  he  can  sing 

"  Eocks  and  storms." 
"And  when  I  am  happy  in  Him, 
December's  as  pleasant  as  May." 

Our  Conference  hj-mn,  "And  are  we  yet  alive?"  has  a  significance  well 
understood  by  many,  certainly  by  a  Presiding  Elder.  The  days  of  heroic 
Methodism  are  not  passed,  as  the  unwritten  history  of  New  Hampshire 
bears  silent  record.  Foreign  fields  may  have  peculiar  hardships,  Imt  the 
domestic  work  is  not  exempt.  Our  devoted  preachers  and  their  faithful 
wives  weep  over  the  recital  of  missionary  trials,  but  the  home  testings 
are  by  no  means  wanting.  Thanks  be  to  our  kind  Heavenly  Father, 
February  and  March  do  not  make  up  the  year.  We  have  laughing  pure 
and  gorgeous  September.  The  snows  melt;  howling  blasts  give 
place  to  gentle  zephyrs ;  our  lofty  old  mountains  are  the  heights  of 
God;  the  smile  of  the  Great  Spirit  rests  upon  our  lakes;  June  nectar 
distills  in  limpid  streams  from  the  hillsides;  homes  arc  filled  with  plen- 
^  ty,  if  not  with  luxury,  and  a  generous  hospitality  welcomes  the  man  of 
God. 

New  Hampshire  has  firm  foundations  and  lofty  aspirations.  Method- 
ism, a  little  late  in  the  planting  and  of  slow  growth,  has  taken  deep 
root,  so  that  a  tornado  of  skepticism  and  heterodoxy  can  not  dislodge 
her.  Within  our  borders  the  John  Wesley  type  of  faith  is  tolerably 
free  from  fanatical  eccentricities  and  crankjdsms.  The  new  birth,  ex- 
perimental sanctification  and  ultimate  glorification  are  unquestioned 
realities.  The  old,  old  gospel,  ever  new  and  interesting,  tried  and 
triumphant,  is  preaclied  in  its  purity,  simplicity  and  power.  The  ves- 
sels, though  earthern,  arc  not  cracked;  the  excellency  of  God,  not  of 
man. 

We  rejoice  in  souls  saved,  ])elievers  sanctified,  and  in  the  triumphant 
death  of  those  who  have  fallen  asleep  in  Jesus.  Now,  as  of  yore, 
"our  people  die  well."  Sister  Bailey  has  passed  "beyond  the  smiling 
and  the  weeping" — "gone  Home."  Earth's  ties  sundered,  the  Heavenly 
begun.  None  of  our  preachers  in  the  active  work  have  been  called 
hence ;  none  entirely  disabled  from  duty.    Bro.  J.  T.  Davis  has  had  his 
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faith  tried  as  by  fire,  but  tlie  smell  of  flame  is  not  found  upon  his  gar- 
ment. Throughout  the  entire  year  his  babe  has  apparently  been  lying 
at  the  point  of  death.  It  has  been  one  long  twelve  months  of  anxious 
watching.  Bro.  and  Sister  Davis,  worn  in  body,  are  still  cheerful, 
happy  in  the  Lord.  Bro.  Bennett  was  laid  aside  from  the  work  for  a 
few  weeks,  but  tender  watch-care  and  a  kind  Providence  soon  raised 
him  up  to  health  again. 

Sister  Keeler  for  a  few  months  exulted  in  her  old-time  healthful 
vigor,  but  is  again  prostrated.  The  heart-burdens  of  the  devoted  hus- 
band are  with  the  Lord ;  within  the  cleft  of  the  Eock,  he  feels  the  hid- 
ing of  power. 

A  most  blessed  revival  has  been  in  progress  in  our  church  here  in 
Nashua  since  the  Week  of  Prayer.  More  than  a  hundred  have  express- 
ed a  desire  to  flee  the  wrath  to  come,  and  accept  Jesus  by  living  faith. 
The  churches  at  Antrim  and  Winchester  have  been  greatly  refreshed 
by  revival  showers.  There  has  been  a  considerable  ingathering  of  souls 
at  Alexandria,  Brookline,  Claremont,  Enfield,  Grantham,  Hinsdale, 
Hillsboro'  Bridge,  Lebanon,  New  Ipswich,  Marlow,  So.  Acworth,  Sun- 
apee,  and  other  points  which  we  may  fail  to  mention.  The  old  church 
at  Chesterfield,  established  by  Jesse  Lee,  is  renewing  her  youth,  and 
expects  to  live  forever.  The  little  society  at  Westport  is  in  a  very 
hopeful  condition;  with  a  church  home  and  large  congregations.  A 
gracious  revival  would  make  this  one  of  the  brightest  spots  on  the  Dis- 
trict. 

The  camp-meetings  at  Claremont  Junction  and  Wilmot  were  held  as 
usual.    Concerning  them  we  report  good  weather,  good  attendance, 
good  preaching  and  good  results.    While  all  we  could  have  wished  for 
was  not  realized,  God  was  with  His  people  in  saA^ng  power,  and  souls  • 
were  added  to  the  Master's  kingdom. 

Wilmot,  with  money  in  the  treasury,  is  making  some  needed  improve- 
ments. Claremont  Junction  is  gradually  liquidating  its  small  indebt- 
edness. Church  property  has  been  somewhat  improved.  Main  Street, 
Nashua,  has  the  electric,  as  well  as  the  spiritual,  light.  A  very  neat 
and  convenient  little  church  has  been  built  at  Westport.  Cost  of 
building  and  furnishings,  |1500.  Dedicated  April  G,  free  from  debt. 
.$200  have  been  expended  in  repairs  on  the  church  at  Canaan  Street. 
The  old  church  at  Wilmot  has  been  renovated  at  an  expense  of  $100. 
At  Brookline  a  pipe  organ  has  been  put  into  the  church,  valued  at  $600. 
The  debt  on  the  church  at  Hinsdale  has  been  reduced.  The  old  parson- 
age at  Newport  has  been  sold  for  $2500,  and  a  new  one  purchased  for 
$1200,  tlie  diflerence  being  applied  to  reduce  the  church  indebtedness. 
$230  have  been  paid  on  dcl)t  of  parsonage  at  Antrim.  The  church  and 
parsonage  at  Sunapee  have  l)een  improved  at  an  outlay  of  $200.  The 
church  at  Hudson  has  cancelled  its  indebtedness,  $5G8.00  having  been 
paid  the  past  year. 
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The  Missionary  Conveutiou  held  at  Concord  in  connection  Avith  that 
Disliriet,  under  the  leadership  of  Chaplain  McCabe,  proved  a  great  in- 
spiration to  missions.  We  expect  to  realize  a  material  advance  in  our 
collections.  Many  of  our  churches  have  reached  the  million  dollar 
line,  and  nearly  all  have  done  what  they  could.  An  honest  effort  has 
been  made  to  remember  all  our  benevolences.  How  far  this  has  been 
successful  the  records  will  show. 

The  assistance  from  the  Missionary  Society  has  been  gratefully  re- 
ceived, and  proved  very  helpful.  There  is  a  point  vrhere  a  little  aid  is 
of  great  benefit.  Courage  almost  gone  is  revived,  and  the  faithful  few 
rally  with  fresh  endeavor  against  the  incoming  powers  of  darkness. 
While  we  hope  that  the  parent  society  will  continue  to  remember  us, 
encouraged,  by  tangible  results,  we  are  deeply  convinced  that  home 
missions  must  be  worked  largely  within  the  limits  of  our  own  Con- 
ference. We  must  have  an  active  organization  thoroughly  alive  to  the 
necessities  of  the  situation.  To  hold  many  points,  to  say  nothing  of 
aggressive  work,  something  must  be  done,  and  that  speedily.  The 
crisis  is  upon  us.  The  situation  must  be  met  and  mastered  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord.  In  our  judgment,  a  day  should  be  set  apart  for  home 
missions ;  specific  information  presented,  and  persuasive  appeals  made 
for  generous  contributions.  Let  the  bla^e  of  foreign  missions  kindle 
the  fires  upon  the  home  altars  for  the  domestic  work.  There  is  great 
need  also  of  a  band  of  lay  workers,  local  preachers,  to  go  out  into  the 
regions  beyond  the  local  church  limits,  to  carry  the  Bread  of  Life  to 
these  outlying  districts.  The  spiritually  famishing,  with  a  taste  of  the 
Divine  richness,  would  thus  possess  desire  and  strength  sufficient  to 
bring  them  into  the  house  of  God.  To  seek  and  to  save  in  the  large- 
ness of  its  significance  is  the  spirit  of  our  Christian  religion.  Thous- 
ands are  perishing  all  around  us.  Are  we  doing  all  within  our  power 
to  save  them?  Claremont  District,  New  Hampshire  Conference,  must 
be  true  to  the  commission  of  the  Master — "Go,  teach  all."  Let  none 
pass  on  to  judgment,  from  within  our  borders,  having  never  heard  the 
word  of  life. 

With  difficulties  to  be  met,  and  blessings  realized,  grateful  for  tlic 
work  accomplished,  and  hopeful  for  the  work  to  be;  with  confidence  in 
God  and  in  our  brethren,  may  Heaven  speed  tlie  good  cause  of  Metho- 
dism to  the  outermost  and  uttermost,  until  the  nations  of  the  earth 
shall  be  won  for  Christ.    What  a  jubilation !  To 

"  Bring  forth  the  Royal  Diadem, 
And  crown  Him  Lord  of  all." 

May  Claremont  District  be  there  to  participate  in  this  grand  consum- 
mation !

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 


EDUCATION. 

Our  church  has  demanded  from  the  first  that  all  culture  should  be 
moral  in  essence  and  persuasive  power.  And  it  should  be  a  morality- 
inspired  and  fed  by  the  word  of  God.  This  has  been  the  first  and  most 
exacting  consideration.  Our  institutions  of  learning  have  been  com- 
mitted always  and  sacredly  to  godly  men  and  women,  and  the  principal 
aim  has  been  to  develop  the  student  into  the  stature  of  a  perfect  soul  in 
Christ. 

THE  WESLEYAN  UNIVERSITY 

in  age  stands  first,  and  in  thoroughness  of  work  is  not  second  to  any. 
It  has  given  to  the  church  many  of  its  ablest  and  best  men.  More 
College  presidents  have  been  educated  here  than  in  any  other  institu- 
tion in  this  country  We  rejoice  to  know  that  the  institution  is 
coming  out  of  its  temporary  financial  embarrassment  without  loss. 

THE  BOSTON  UNIVERSITY, 

with  its  group  of  colleges  and  professional  schools,  is  able  to  offer 
from  its  situation  in  the  metropolis  of  New  England  unexcelled  advan- 
tages. The  College  of  Liberal  Arts  has  access,  by  special  arrange- 
ments, to  the  fine  chemical  laboratory  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology  and  to  the  laboratory  of  the  Boston  Society  of  Natural 
History.  By  these  provisions  students  may  avail  themselves  of  the 
best  instruction  from  experts  in  chemistry,  botany,  biology,  zoology 
and  physiology.  Sixty-six  scholarships  have  been  established  in  the 
college.  The  College  of  Music,  under  the  supervision  Dr.  Tourjee,  of- 
fers as  fine  a  musical  equipment  as  can  be  acquired  in  the  United 
States.  The  School  of  Medicine  has  a  new  chemical  laboratory,  and  the 
students  of  both  sexes  now  have  free  access  to  clinics  in  the  City 
Hospital  and  the  Massachusetts  Homoepathic  Hospital,  by  which 
arrangement  the  practice  of  both  schools  of  medicine  may  be  observed. 
The  School  of  Law,  from  its  nearness  to  the  State  House  and  City  Hall, 
aflbrds  ample  opportunity  for  students  to  learn  how  laws  are  made, 
and  the  adjacent  courts  afibrd  instruction  as  to  judicial  procedure. 
The  School  of  Theology,  a  child  of  the  New  Hampshire  Conference, 
and  the  nucleus  from  which  the  University  has  developed,  is  especially 
dear  to  us — it  is  our  school.  During  the  last  year  a  beautiful  Hall  of 
Theology  has  been  purchased  and  fitted  at  a  cost  of  ^150,000.  Kooms 
and  tuition  are  free,  and  when  a  poor,  but  worthy  young  man,  fitting 
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for  the  ministry,  is  aided  by  the  New  England  Educational  Society,  he 
can  complete  his  course  of  study  for  little  more  than  his  expenses  for 
clothing.  Students  fitting  for  the  missionary  service  receive  the  in- 
struction of  the  various  classes  in  the  School  of  Medicine  free  of  ex- 
pense; so,  also,  any  theological  student  may,  upon  application,  receive 
free  instruction  in  any  of  the  classes  of  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts. 
We  earnestly  recommend  that,  when  practicable,  young  men  shall  finish 
the  theological  curriculum  before  taking  work  in  our  Conference. 
The  School  of  All  Sciences,  designed  for  graduates  who  wish  to  perfect 
themselves  as  specialists,  opens  wide  opportunity.  The  success  of  this 
University  is  a  prophecy  of  its  enlarged  prosperity  in  the  future. 

LA6ELL  SEMIXARY. 

This  is  a  school  for  young  ladies  only.  It  is  of  a  high  grade  and 
ably  conducted  by  Principal  C.  C.  Bragdon,  assisted  by  an  efficient 
corps  of  instructors.  It  is  planned  as  a  great  Christian  home,  where, 
in  the  genial  and  healthful  atmosphere  of  Christian  love  our  girls  may 
develop  and  train  the  faculties  of  the  mind  and  cultivate  the  grace  of 
Christian  character.  AVe  rejoice  in  the  continuous  growth  of  its  num- 
bers, of  its  financial  strength  and  of  its  power  to  diflfuse  Christian 
culture  throughout  our  borders.  On 

children's  day, 

with  its  happy  associations  and  inspirations,  we  will  not  forget  that  a 
specific  and  generous  collection  for  the  cause  of  education  from  the 
Sunday-school  is  the  principal  end  desired.  In  case  it  be  deemed  ad- 
visable to  take  the  public  educational  collection  also  on  Children's  Day, 
this  collection,  unless  otherwise  designated  by  the  donors,  shall  be 
equally  divided  between  the  New  England  Educational  Society  and  the 
Sunday-school  Fund  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

THE  CHAUTAUQUA  MOVEMENT. 

The  Chautauqua  educational  movement  not  only  had  its  origin  in 
Methodism,  but  it  was  natural  that  it  should  originate  here.  It  has 
been  significantly  called  a  people's  college.  But  the  mission  of  Metho- 
dism has  been  and  is  to  the  people.  All  people  need  instruction  and 
enlightenment.  Mr.  Wesley  recognized  this,  and  hence  in  the  infancy  of 
Methodism  he  called  the  printing-press  to  his  aid,  and  printed  and 
circulated  religious  literature  by  the  thousands  of  pages.  That  was  the 
Chautauqua  movement  anticipated;  and  the  Methodism  of  to-day  is 
thoroughly  Wesleyan,  as  it  follows  in  the  footsteps  of  this  earlier  ef- 
fort to  instruct  the  people.  During  the  coming  Conference  year  two 
Chautauqua  assemblies  are  to  be  held  within  the  bounds  of  our  Con- 
ference— one  at  Weirs,  commencing  July  12  and  closing  July  22,  and 
the  other  at  East  Epping,  beginning  Aug.  15  and  closing  Aug.  19. 
Both  of  these  assemblies  are  earnestly  commended  to  the  patronage  of 
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our  ministers  and  people.  Here  both  the  head  and  the  heart  are  reach- 
ed ;  for  in  both  these  assemblies  Chautauqua  and  Sunday-school  work 
will  be  done.  We  are  not  only  to  be  intellectually  trained,  but  trained 
for  the  specific  purpose  of  understanding  the  works  and  word  of  our 
Heavenly  Father  the  better.  We  nominate  the  following  visitors : 
For  Boston  University,  Eev.  D.  C.  Knowles,  d.  d.,  and  Kev.  Thomas 
Tyrie ;  for  Lasell  Seminary,  Kev.  J.  M.  Durrell  and  wife. 


NEW-HAMPSHIRE  CONFERENCE  SEMINARY. 

Methodism  emphasizes  the  importance  of  education.  Of  our  many 
facilities  for  instruction,  one  of  the  most  valuable  is  the  Conference 
Seminary. 

Our  school  at  Tilton  has  a  record  for  good  work  in  mental  training 
and  practical  education.  More  and  better  than  that,  it  has  been  a  center 
of  spiritual  activity  and  power.  Large  numbers,  in  the  aggregate,  have 
been  converted  to  God  in  its  halls,  and  still  more  have  been  in- 
spired and  helped  to  develop  lofty  Christian  character.  We  ought  to 
congratulate  ourselves  on  the  prospect  of  the  additional  advantages 
that  will  be  afforded  by  the  new  buildings  to  be  erected  before  the 
opening  of  the  next  school  year.  Plans  have  been  adopted  which  em- 
brace the  best  modern  appliances  for  the  health,  comfort  and  happiness 
of  the  faculty  and  students.  Contracts  with  reliable  builders  have  been 
made  and  the  actual  work  of  building  vigorously  begun,  so  that  prac- 
tically we  may  say  that  these  much  needed  improvements  are  already 
secured,  and  that,  too,  without  the  prospect  of  embarrassing  debt. 

The  next  desideratum  is  a  large  attendance  of  students.  Pastors 
can  help  in  this  matter  very  effectually  by  preaching  upon  education  as 
the  Discipline  requires,  and  by  personally  encouraging  young  people  to 
secure  a  good  education.  Another  suggestion  has  been  made.  In  all 
our  charges  a  committee  on  education  is  appointed  annually.  This 
committee,  as  a  rule,  have  nothing  to  do  and  they  do  it.  One  member 
of  this  committee  might  be  detailed  to  the  work  of  securing  students 
for  our  Seminary,  and  give  a  report  of  the  work  done  at  least  once  a 
year. 

Another  important  interest  should  not  be  forgotten.  The  endowment 
of  the  institution  should  be  increased ;  our  people  should  be  encouraged 
to  remember  it  in  their  wills,  so  that  the  school  may  more  successfully 
perform  its  work.  With  new,  adequate  and  elegant  buildings  filled 
with  students  and  an  ample  endowment,  we  should  have  a  right  to  ex- 
pect the  grandest  results. 

Labor  and  money  spent  for  the  culture  of  the  young  is  like  good  see<j( 
carefully  planted— a  valuable  harvest  is  sure  to  follow. 
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FREEDMAN'S  AID  SOCIETY. 

Nothing  is  of  more  importance  as  a  factor  to  the  perpetuity  of 
American  institutions  than  universal  education.  "The  metliods  of 
governing  a  people  under  a  monarchical  and  republican  form  of  govern- 
ment widely  differ.  The  one  governs  by  authority  and  precedent ;  the 
other  by  right,  reason  and  free  will ;  which  is  better  is  determined  by 
the  intelligence  of  the  governed." 

A  republic  without  intelligence— even  a  high  degree  of  intelligence- 
is  a  paradox  and  an  impossibility.  There  must  be  universal  education 
or  general  deterioration.  But  secular  education  is  not  enough ;  there 
must  be  Christian  education.  Here  is  seen  the  ministry  of  the  Christian 
church.  The  church  must  provide  schools  and  exert  a  direct  influence 
in  the  management  of  all  secular  education. 

We  recognize  the  Freedman's  Aid  Society  of  our  church  as  a 
powerful  agency  in  securing  this  end,  among  the  masses  of  the  South. 
We  rejoice  in  the  great  success  secured  in  these  few  years — we  are 
hopeful  for  its  future.  We  declare  our  confidence  in  the  managers  and 
management  of  this  society.  Therefore, 

Besolved,  We  will  all  present  this  benevolence  to  our  people,  aiming 
to  secure  our  apportionment.  At  all  events,  we  will  every  one  of  us 
take  the  collection. 


TEMPERANCE. 

At  the  session  of  the  New  Hampshire  Conference,  in  Northfield,  July, 
1833,  a  temperance  meeting  was  held,  at  which  the  following  resolu- 
tions, among  others,  were  adopted : — 

Itesolved,  That  while  we  view  with  cordial  approbation  the  lively  in- 
terest manifested  in  the  cause  of  temperance  by  a  large  majority  of 
professing  Christians,  we  cannot  but  view  with  equal  regret  and  abhor- 
rence, the  conduct  of  the  remaining  part,  who,  by  refusing  to  unite  in 
this  cause,  throw  the  whole  weight  of  their  influence  into  the  opposite 
scale. 

Besolved,  That  the  ladies  of  our  country  have  a  great  influence  in 
forming  the  moral  habits  and  manners  of  society,  and  that  we  earn- 
estly and  respectfully  solicit  a  continuance  of  their  aid  in  the  promotion 
of  the  important  cause  of  temperence. 

liesolved,  That  we  are  rigidly  opposed  to  any  temporizing  course, 
and  that  we  will,  with  unbending  fidelity,  cleave  to  the  banner  of  our 
cause,  set  up  in  the  face  of  the  world,  inscribed,  in  legible  characters, 
known  and  read  by  all  men :  "Total,  entire  abstinence  until  the  mur- 
derous monster,  intemperance,  shall  be  driven  from  the  abodes  of  men 
to  return  no  more  Forever. 

This  is  probably  our  first  deliverance  ]on  this  subject.  At  nearly 
every  session  since  that  time  this  matter  has  been  up  for  discussion  in 
some  of  its  phases.  We  can  point  back  with  pride  to  a  record  of  more 
than  half  a  century,  in  which  no  uncertain  sound  has  l)cen  uttered.  We 
have  notliing  to  witlidraw,  anti,  so  far  as  the  utterance  of  principles  is 
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concerned,  nothing  to  add.  But  the  cause,  in  its  present  aspects,  de- 
mands our  careful  study  and  earnest  co-operation.  This  is  no  time  for 
careless  ease,  or  slumbering  inactivit3\  Even  established  truths  need 
to  be  reconsidered  and  restated,  not  for  the  purpose  of  making  their 
certainty  more  certain,  but  to  maintain  our  faith  and  the  faith  of  our 
people,  unshaken. 

Thirty-one  years  ago  our  Conference  declared  that,  "God  never  li- 
censes sin,  but  always  prohibits;  therefore,  prohibition  is  the  Divine 
principle."  And  they  might  have  added  that  license  is  of  the  devil.  In 
all  its  forms,  whether  high  or  low,  by  city,  state,  or  nation;  granted 
to  manufacturer  or  dealer;  whether  advocated  by  politician,  legislator, 
Doctor  of  Divinity,  or  religious  newspaper ;  whether  supported  on  plea 
of  right,  necessity,  expediency,  or  profit,  license  was  begotten  of  Sa- 
tan and  bred  amid  the  fumes  of  the  pit,  and  is  an  infamous  indulgence 
to  sin,  on  which  the  curse  of  God  must  ever  rest. 

Another  truth  that  the  enemy  would  like  to  have  us  forget,  is  the 
worse  than  utter  uselessness  of  all  forms  of  alcoholic  liquors  as  a  bev- 
erage ;  and  their  worse  than  worthlessness  as  a  medicine,  or  a  miscalled 
tonic,  unless  possibly  in  some  extreme  cases,  in  some  single,  exceptional, 
unrepeated  prescription,  directed  by  a  conscientious  and  intelligent 
physician,  who  is  himself  a  total  abstainer.  Self-prescriptions  and  pro- 
prietary medicines  often  deceive  the  very  elect. 

Our  people  need  to  be  truthfully  educated  concerning  the  effect  of 
alcohol  on  the  human  system.  The  state  provides  for  instruction  on 
this  subject  in  our  common  schools,  but  this  law  is  yet  inoperative  in 
many  sections ;  and  in  some  schools  text  books  are  used  that  teach  our 
children  that  a  little  alcohol  makes  one  feel  "comfortable  and  gay." 
Much  instruction  is  aimed  at  so-called  "excess,"  oblivious  of  the  fact 
that  all  tigers  were  once  kittens,  and  that  a  little  indulgence  will,  in 
many  constitutions,  awaken  a  tiger  that  will  not  rest  until  it  has  torn 
out  the  life  of  its  victim.  What  the  state  fails  to  do,  or  attempts  to 
perform  in  a  manner  that  is  worse  than  silence,  the  church  must 
undertake  through  the  leaflet,  the  religious  paper,  the  Sunday-school, 
the  Band  of  Hope  and  the  pulpit. 

We  must  ever  maintain  an  attitude  of  uncompromising  hostility  to 
this  giant  evil.  We  are  dealing  with  a  foe  that  is  in  alliance  with  all  that 
is  depraved  in  human  appetite  or  corrupt  in  the  human  heart.  There  is 
no  greater  obstacle  to  the  advancement  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ.  The 
very  spirit  of  evil  is  materialized  in  the  beer  keg,  the  cider  barrel,  and 
the  whiskey  bottle.  This  is  the  latest,  the  mightiest,  would  that  it 
might  be  the  last  and  dying,  struggle  of  Satan  and  his  hosts  to  destroy 
the  church  of  God. 

We  unhesitatingly  impeach  the  Avliole  business  as  the  greatest  curse 
of  the  human  race.  It  renders  life  and  propeity  unsafe  ;  it  fosters  all 
kinds  of  crime ;  it  o^ocks  and  deceives  the  unwary;  it  breeds  poverty. 
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famine,  and  pestilence ;  it  beclouds  the  intellect ;  it  ruins  the  family; 
it  corrupts  the  young,  besots  manhood,  and  crushes  womanhood;  and 
everlastingly  damns  the  soul. 

If  Tve  desire  to  send  the  glorious  gospel  of  our  blessed  Lord  to  the 
uncivilized  heathen,  the  same  vessel  that  transports  the  Word  of  God 
and  the  living  missionary,  discharges  also  from  its  foul  hold  a  hellish 
cargo  of  rum  and  whiskey,  doubly  to  undo  all  that  the  herald  of  the 
cross  may  attempt. 

Our  nominally  Christian  government  is  in  partnership  with  the  manu- 
facturer, appropriates  the  lion's  share  of  the  profits  of  the  nefarious 
business,  and  loads  its  bursting  coiFers  with  money,  quivering  with  the 
cries  and  prayers  of  the  suffering,  and  reeking  with  the  blood  of  its 
citizens. 

The  saloon  interest  corrupts  legislators,  controls  legislation,  defeats 
justice  in  the  courts,  restrains  executive  officers,  dictates  nominations, 
and  requires  subserviency  to  its  interests  as  the  price  of  official  posi- 
tions. And  while,  in  the  language  of  our  last  General  Conference,  "we 
do  not  presume  to  dictate  to  our  people  as  to  their  political  affiliations," 
we  do  express  the  opinion  that  they  should  not  permit  themselves  to 
exercise  the  elective  franchise  for  persons  and  measures  that  are,  in 
their  relation  to  this  cause,  acceptable  to  those  engaged  in  the  liquor 
traffic. 

We  have  much  reason  to  thank  God  and  take  courage.  Kansas, 
Iowa,  Maine  and  "Little  Rhody"  have  incorporated  prohibition  into 
their  constitutional  law,  and  in  two  other  large  states  the  will  of  the 
people  to  the  same  end  was  defeated  only  by  palpable  fraud.  Other 
states  are  partially  or  wholly  under  statutory  prohibition.  The  area 
of  protected  territory  is  constantly  increasing.  We  will  cordially 
welcome  the  day  when  the  Granite  State  shall  be  added  to  the  list  of 
those  that  enjoy  the  peace  and  prosperity  resulting  from  enforced  con- 
stitutional prohibition.  We  think,  also,  that  we  cannot  and  ought  not 
to  rest  satisfied  until  the  manufacture,  importation,  transportation, 
and  sale  of  all  intoxicating  drinks  shall  be  constitutionally  prohibited 
by  the  general  government. 

We  hail  with  delight  and  wonder  the  wise  methods,  the  tireless  en- 
ergy, unmeasured  consecration,  and  sublime  faith  of  our  sisters  of  the 
Woman's  Cliristian  Temperance  Union,  and  devoutly  bid  tliem  God- 
speed in  tlieir  many  departments  of  moral  reform. 

The  signs  of  tlie  times  indicate  that  we  are  on  the  eve  of  an  import- 
ant crisis. 

"We  are  living,  we  are  dwelling 
In  a  grand  and  awful  time, 
In  an  age  on  ages  telling — 
To  be  living  is  sublime." 
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Recent  events  have  thoroughly  aroused  the  enemies  of  the  cause, 
and  its  friends  must  be  fully  alive  to  the  situation.  The  battle  is  fair- 
ly on  between  the  church  and  the  home  on  the  one  hand  and  the  saloon 
with  its  diabolical  accompaniments  on  the  other.  The  very  methods 
employed  by  the  enemy  are  a  confession  of  wrong.  Truth  never  per- 
secutes falsehood,  but  falsehood  must  persecute  truth  or  die.  It  often 
puts  forth  its  mightiest  efforts  in  its  death  agonies. 

The  torch,  the  bludgeon,  and  the  bullet  are  already  arrayed  against 
us.  And  the  end  is  not  yet.  Our  patriotism,  our  wisdom,  our  conse- 
cration will  be  abundantly  tested.  We  shall  need  a  faith  begotten  by 
constant  communion  with  the  unseen  God. 

Sometimes  the  best  service  which  one  can  render  truth,  is  the  service 
of  martyrdom.  While  not  seeking  such  a  baptism,  we  must  not  fear 
it.  The  delicacy  of  our  position  as  pastors  may  limit  our  activity  in 
certain  directions,  yet  we  must  not  hesitate  to  educate  the  people  and 
lead  public  sentiment.  We  must  stand  in  the  front  ranks  in  this 
contest.  There  can  be  no  questioning  as  to  the  result,  "The  Lord  God 
omnipotent  reigneth." 

"But  right  is  right,  since  God  is'God, 
And  right  the  day  must  win ; 
To  doubt  would  be  disloyalty. 
To  falter  would  be  sin." 


MINISTERIAL  SUITORT. 

As  a  people  we  have  had  a  year  of  fair  prosperity ;  at  least  average  har- 
vests have  rewarded  the  labors  of  the  husbandman.  The  mechanic  has 
found  Avork  at  fairly  remunerative  wages.  No  great  financial  reverses 
have  interf erred  with  the  profits  of  trade.  Surely  this  is  owing  to  the 
blessing  of  the  Lord,  and  a  fitting  portion  should  be  returned  to  him  in 
thankfulness  for  his  mercies.  With  few  exceptions  the  salaries  of  our 
preachers  have  been  fully  paid.  This  has  involved  some  sacrifice  from 
the  people,  but  the  Lord  loveth  the  cheerful  giver.  While  recognizing 
\vith  gratitude  the  sacrifices  made  by  the  people,  we  feel  it  necessary 
to  ask  that  the  preachers'  claims  be  met  with  greater  promptness.  Too 
of  ten  on  going  into  a  new  place,  with  a  pocket-book  of  phenomenal 
lightness,  the  pastor  is  obliged  to  begin  his  work  by  running  in  debt 
for  the  necessaries  of  life.  This  is,  at  least,  unpleasant,  and  often  in- 
jurious not  only  to  himself,  but  also  to  the  best  interests  of  the  church. 
This  unpleasantness  could  easily  be  avoided  by  the  active  use  of  a  well 
digested  plan.  We  respectfully  ask  that,  until  some  better  way  is  pro- 
vided, more  attention  be  given  to  the  plan  for  ministerial  support  sug- 
gested in  the  Discipline.  This  we  know  is  mentioned  each  year,  but 
the  scanty  results  lead  us  to  say  with  the  old  prophet,  "Who  hath  be- 
lieved our  report?"    It  is  barely  possible  that  the  lack  of  belief  is  par- 
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tially  clue  to  a  lack  of  knowledge,  which,  in  turn,  is  due  to  a  lack  of 
reading  these  reports.  We  especially  call  attention  to  one  point.  The 
Discipline  says  that  after] the  preacher's  claim  is  estimated,  "to  this 
shall  be  added  the  amount  apportioned  for  the  support  of  the  Bishops 
and  Presiding  Elder,  and  the  stewards  shall  provide  by  such  methods 
as  they  judge  best  to  meet  such  amount."  We  have  reason  to  fear 
that  sometimes  the  people  regard  the  Presiding  Elders  and  Bishops  as 
objects  of  benevolence,  for  whom  the  preacher  in  charge  is  to  beg  a 
collection.  If  every  preacher  will  insist  that  the  plan  of  the  Discipline 
be  carried  out,  these  claims  will  be  more  likely  to  be  regarded  by  our 
people  as  coming  under  the  head  of  ministerial  support.  We  have  a 
fair  number  of  collections  which  we  are  obliged  to  take,  without  includ- 
ing any  moneys  that  ought  to  be  raised  by  subscription.  If  our  people 
will  faithfully  study  the  Discipline,  and  put  into  practice  the  wise  ad- 
monitions, many  things  which  now  trouble  us  will  quickly  disappear. 
Then  this  report  will,  5'ear  by  year,  become  more  cheerful,  until  it  will 
be  widely  read,  and  its  advice  rescued  from  its  usual  condition  of  in- 
nocuous desuetude. 


PARSONAGES. 

Ministers  and  their  families  are  fully  capable  of  appreciating  good 
homes,  beautiful  for  situation,  conveniently  located,  and  furnished 
with  the  heavy  furniture  needed  in  every  home— parsonages  commodi- 
ous and  having  excellent  arrangements  for  house-keeping  purposes  and 
the  comfort  of  the  occupants.  And  the  people,  providing  such  parson- 
ages for  the  preachers,  commend  themselves  to  man  and  to  God ;  and 
this  Conference  will  hold  in  grateful  remembrance  their  good  works. 
The  spirit  which  devises  suitable  and  liberal  things,  the  common 
sense  and  piety  indicated  there)))',  is  not  only  an  encouragement  to 
preachers,  but  an  element  of  strength  in  doing  their  work,  for  it  is  the 
assurance  of  earnest  and  intelligent  co-operation  in  all  church  work. 

Dilapidated  churches  are  prophetic  of  decay,  sad  to  behold,  and  so 
dilapidated  parsonages  are  prophetic  of  speedy  dissolution  of  societies, 
lacking  appreciation  of  what  is  fitting,  and  a  disposition  to  do  what 
can  be  done  with  proper  effort  and  a  little  personal  sacrifice. 

We  are  thankful  that  so  many  of  the  appointments  in  our  Conference 
have  provided  so  amply  for  the  material  and  domestic  comfort  of  the 
preachers  and  their  families,  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  in  all  places 
destitute  of  suitable  parsonages,  the  good  people  will  at  onco  provide 
such  homes. 

Resolved.  (1)  That  we,  the  members  of  the  New  Hampshire  Con- 
ference, will  do  our  utmost,  by  prudent  counsel,  and  a  scriptural  stir- 
ring up  of  our  people,  to  supply  all  deficiencies  in  this  direction. 

Itesolved.  (2)  That  we  deem  it  to  be  the  duty  of  all  our  preachers 
and  their  families  to  take  proper  care  of  our  i)arsonages,  and  to  vacate 
the  same  promptly  after  the  appointment  of  their  succes,sors. 
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BIBLE  CAUSP:. 

The  Bible  is  the  inspired  word  of  God,  the  basis  of  all  revealed  truth, 
the  foundation  of  all  that  is  good,  pure  and  elevalin:?  in  morals,  law 
and  religion.  It  is  a  light  that  shines  more  brightly  amid  the  darknes 
of  this  sin-cursed  world  as  ages  and  centuries  roll  on.  It  is  a  chart 
by  which  the  souls  of  a  fallen,  sin-polluted  and  sin  imperiled  race  may 
be  directed  to  a  fountain  for  cleansing,  a  refuge  of  safety  and  a 
liome  in  Heaven. 

We  are  fully  assured  that  the  progress  of  all  Christian  civilization 
the  permanency  of  law  and  social  order,  and  the  elevation  and  salva- 
tion of  the  human  family  depend  largely  upon  the  manner  and  extent 
of  Bible  circulation  among  the  people.  V.^e  are  profoundly  impressed 
with  the  importance  of  the  work  that  is  being  performed  from  year  to 
year  by  the  American  Bible  Society  and  its  faithful  auxiliaries,  and  are 
in  full  and  hearty  sympathy  with  them  in  their  earnest  and  self-sacri- 
ficiug. efforts  to  place  in  the  hands  of  every  hum  in  being  a  copy  of  that 
divine  word  which  is  able,  through  faith,  to  make  wise  unto  salvation. 
In  this  blessed  work  they  are  entitled  to  the  approval  and  support  of 
all  Christian  people. 

From  the  report  of  the  New  Hampshire  Bible  Society  for  1886,  as  pre- 
sented by  its  efficient  and  laborious  Superintendent,  Dea.  W.  G. 
Brown,  of  Campton,  we  glean  the  following : 

Number  of  towns  canvassed  during  the  year,  101.  Number  of  fam- 
ilies visited,  33,657.  Number  of  Protestant  families  found  without  the 
Bible  and  supplied,  244.  Number  of  copies  given,  1,280.  Number  of 
copies  sold,  5,568;  Total  copies  put  into  the  hands  and  homes  of  the 
people  of  our  state,  6,848. 

During  the  past  year  Bible  meetings  were  held  also  in  several  parts 
of  the  state,  which  proved  very  helpful  in  the  work  of  imparting  and 
acquiring  Bible  knowledge  by  creating  a  deeper  interest  in  the  study 
of  the  Bible,  among  all  classes  where  the  meetings  were  held. 

Dea.  Brown  reports  the  amount  collected  for  the  past  year  from  all 
sources  for  the  Bible  Cause,  $3,527.24. 

While  there  is  much  for  which  we  have  reason  to  praise  God  and 
take  courage,  yet  in  view  of  the  fact  that  millions  of  our  race  are  still 
in  the  darkness  of  spiritual  night  because  destitute  of  the  word  of  God 
and  its  life-giving  power  and  influence,  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  members  of  the  New  Hampshire  Confcircnce, 
devoutly  thanking  Almighty  God  for  what  has  already  been  accomplish- 
ed by  the  American  Bible  Society  and  its  assistants,  and  believing  in 
the  possibility  and  certainty  of  still  more  glorious  achievements  in  the 
future,  do  pledge  ourselves  heartily  to  co-operate  with  these  societies 
by  using  our  best  endeavors  to  obtain  liberal  collections  in  all  our  con- 
gregations for  the  Bible  Cause  the  coming  Conference  year. 
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CHURCH  EXTENSION. 

The  old  adage  has  it— "A  friend  io  need  is  a  friend  indeed."  Such 
is  our  Church  Extension  Society,  as  several  churches  at  important 
points  in  our  o\yu  Conference  can  testify,  and  as  the  511  cliurclies, 
scattered  all  over  our  country,  helped  in  the  last  year,  are  well  aware. 
No  arm  of  our  service  is  more  important  than  this.  Says  Dr.  Kynett 
in  his  last  report :  "The  growth  of  our  country,  on  the  frontier  and  in 
the  South,  calls  for  a  very  rapid  increase  in  our  church  extension 
work.  The  incoming  of  half  a  million  from  foreign  lands  with  every 
spring-time ;  the  sweep  of  the  whole  nation  westward  ;  the  increase  of 
unchurched  masses  in  all  our  cities;  the  multiplying  appeals  from  our 
people  in  the  South,  call  for  double  the  aid  which  our  present  increase 
will  allow.  The  call  for  a  million  for  missions  ought  to  bj  accom- 
panied by  an  appeal  for  $250,000  for  church  extension  during  1887." 
Our  Conference  was  asked  to  raise  $1,000  in  this  year  now  closed. 
According  to  the  statistics  brought  to  this  Conference  session,  we  have 
raised  only  $771.  While  this  is  an  increase  of  $360  over  the  collec- 
tions of  last  year — for  which  we  are  thankful—the  fact  remains  that 
we  did  not  reach  our  apportionment  for  collection  by  about  $230.  As 
it  is  well  understood  that  we  are  allowed  to  receive  back  eight-tenths 
of  what  we  raise  for  use  in  our  Conference  territory,  and  as  it  is  known 
that  we  shall  have  special  needs  of  assistance  from  the  Church  Exten- 
sion Society  in  the  coming  Conference  year,  occasioned  by  fire  and  the 
opening  up  of  new  work,  our  own  self-interest  joins  with  broad 
humanity,  and  wide  ideas  of  God's  kingdom,  to  urge  every  pastor  and 
every  charge  to  do  the  utmost  to  increase  our  contributions  to  this 
cause.  Therefore, 

Besolved,  That  we  will  make  an  effort  to  raise  at  least  the  apportion- 
ments made  to  our  several  charges  for  the  Church  Extension  Cause. 


TRACTS  AND  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

The  chief  object  of  the  Sunday-school  is  not  education,  but  the  con- 
version of  the  young  through  the  teaching  of  God's  word.  In  this 
part  of  our  field  the  soil  has  not  become  hard,  the  thorns  and  briers 
have  not  preoccupied  the  ground.  Like  the  land  in  the  Nile  valley  it 
needs  but  to  be  touched  to  bring  forth  a  hundred  fold. 

In  some  countries  churches  for  the  young  are  estal)lishcd  where 
song,  sermon  and  revival  work  supplement  the  regular  Sunday-school 
work. 

The  founder  of  Methodism  founded  the  Sunday-school,  long  l)cforc 
Kobert  llaikes  improved,  matured  and  perpetuated  the  idea. 

The  record  of  our  church  the  past  year,  with  118,000  Sunday-school 
scholars  saved,  shows  that  we  are  still  wise  at  winning  the  young  for 
Christ.    When  we  use  a  tithe  of  the  wisdom  and  zeal  to  lead  the  young 
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to  Christ  in  tlie  Sunday-school,  which  we  use  to  instruct  and  enforce 
the  lesson,  our  converts  will  be  multiplied  and  the  church  strengthened. 
We  desire  to  express  a  growing-  appreciation  of  the  Chautauqua  assem- 
blies, and  the  various  methods  of  instruction  which  have  been  institut- 
ed under  their  auspices.  The  assembly  at  Epping  Camp  Ground,  last 
August,  aroused  an  interest  in  this  grand  and  growing  organization, 
which  is  destined  to  live  forever.  We  heartily  commend  to  the  pat- 
ronage of  our  churches  the  assemblies  to  be  held  the  ensuing  season  at 
Epping  and  Weirs,  believing  that  every  society  represented  will  receive 
an  impetus  thereby.  We  also  commend  the  Oxford  League  and  Chau- 
tauqua Literary  and  Scientific  Circle,  and  all  other  measures  projected 
by  this  society. 

Considering  the  fact  that  an  amazing  amount  of  deleterious  literature 
finds  its  way  into  the  hands  of  our  young  people,  we  see  the  import- 
ance of  systematic  distribution  of  .good,  healthful  reading  matter  to 
counteract  this  influence.  Great  good  can  be  done  by  our  preachers, 
or  proper  persons  appointed  by  them,  in  the  diffusion  of  well  selected 
tracts  and  papers  among  the  people.  He  that  sovveth  bountifully  shall 
reap  also  bountifully. 


BENEVOLENT  COLLECTIONS. 

The  Benevolent  Collections  ordered  by  the  General  Conference  are 
wisely  planned,  and  are  all  essential  to  the  spread  of  the  gospel,  and 
the  eflicieney  of  our  religious  institutions.  While  some  of  our  benevo- 
lent causes  require  larger  collections  than  others,  yet  the  others  as  truly 
need  the  support  of  the  church. 

The  Discipline  requires  the  preaclier  to  take  all  the  collections  or- 
dered by  the  General  Conference,  and  its  provisions  are  mandatory. 

It  is  an  important  part  of  ministerial  faithfulness  to  take  all  the  col- 
lections, and  not  to  discriminate  in  favor  of  some  to  the  neglect  of 
others. 

It  appears  from  the  reports  of  last  years'  Minutes  that  there  were 
sixty-four  charges  in  this  Conference  that  failed  to  take  all  the  collec- 
tions. Many  extenuating  circumstances  could  no  doubt  be  urged  for 
this  neglect.  These  churches  are  small;  their  means  lirniteJ,  and  it  is 
often  difficult  to  support  their  home  interests.  Yet,  after  giving  full 
credit  for  these  facts,  still  there  appears  to  be  no  reasonable  excuse  for 
so  large  a  number  of  blanks  in  our  statistical  reports. 

Our  people  need  fuller  information  in  regard  to  the  various  benevo- 
lences of  the  church.  If  the  preachers  will  be  faithful  in  furnishing 
the  needed  information,  enlisting  the  aid  and  co-operation  of  the 
various  committees,  there  are  some  in  every  congregation  who  will 
gladly  give  something  to  every  good  cause. 
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Our  Conference  has  made  a  gratifying  advance  during  the  past  few 
yeafs  in  our  larger  collections.  Let  us  now  advance  the  whole  line ;  take 
all  the  collections ;  fill  all  the  blanks  in  our  Minutes;  let  It  never  be 
said  again  that  half  of  the  chargt  s  of  the  New  Hampshire  Conference 
have  failed  to  take  all  the  collections.

HISTORY  OF  THP:  NP:W  HAMPSHIRE  CONFERENCE. 

The  histor}'  of  any  important  organization  or  movement  among  men 
is  a  source  of  interest  and  a  means  of  instruction. 

The  thoughtful  reading  of  history  trains  us  to  discriminate  between 
principles  and  institutions  which  are  hurtful  or  helpful,  and  inclines 
us  to  "abhor  that  which  is  evil  and  cleave  to  that  which  is  good." 

Loyalty  to  good  governments  and  useful  enterprises,  and  zeal  for 
their  prosperity,  depend  largely  upon  our  familiarity  with  their  aims 
and  results. 

A  knowledge  of  the  history  of  nations  is  indispensable  to  the  saga- 
cious statesman,  and  of  church  history  to  the  intelligent  theologian. 

The  great  historians  of  Methodism  have  rendered  us  a  service  of  in- 
calculable value.  In  them  we  not  only  have  the  imperishable  crystalli- 
zation of  the  grandest  ^religious  movement  of  the  world,  but  in  the 
necessities  out  of  which  it  sprang,  the  spirit  which  actuated  it,  the 
methods  which  characterized  it  and  the  phenomenal  success  which  at- 
tended it,  we  find  an  inexhaustible  source  of  instruction,  motive  and 
inspiration  for  ourselves.  To  this  history.  New  Hampshire  Methodism 
has  contributed  one  of  the  most  brilliant  and  heroic  chapters.  They 
who  sought  to  turn  the  world  upside  down,  in  order  that  it  might  be 
right  side  up,  came  hither  also. 

Jesse  Lee  and  his  coadjutors  and  successors  startled  the  "standing 
order,"  and  won  the  attention  of  the  churchless  masses,  by  heralding  a 
free,  full,  present,  and  gloriously  conscious  salvation.  An  ever  in- 
creasing interest  gathers  around  these  earliest  preachers  and  the  or- 
ganizations which  they  formed. 

A  complete  history  of  all  these  churches  and  their  founders,  would 
be  of  priceless  value.  Uufortunately,  some  of  the  records  of  those 
times  were  but  imperfectly  kept,  and  many  of  them  are  now  lost.  But 
diligent  inquiry  and  search  would  doubtless  bring  to  light  many  tradi- 
tions, records  and  fragments  of  history,  which,  supplemented  by  rec- 
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ollections  of  the  fathers  still  living,  would  enable  us,  in  most  cases,  to 
secure  an  approximately  full  and  connected  history  of  the  first  Metho- 
dist churches  of  our  state.  To  do  this  requires  prompt  aud  simultane- 
ous action.  We  have  already  suffered  by  delay.  To  wait  longer,  will 
be  to  add  to  our  perplexity  and  multiply  discrepancies.  Each  preacher, 
travelling,  retired  and  local,  should  enlist  with  him  every  recording 
steward  and  church  antiquarian  within  his  reach,  in  the  immediate 
work  of  ferreting  out,  collecting  together  and  arranging  all  the  in- 
formation obtainable  from  all  sources,  and  with  it  weaving  the  best 
history  he  can  of  all  the  past  and  present  Methodist  Episcopal  Churches 
of  his  community. 

The  work  which  we  have  suggested  should  include  brief  biographi- 
cal sketches  of  all  our  ministers.  And  as  our  book  of  Personal  Sta- 
tistics had  so  recent  an  origin,  our  elderly  men  should  be  invited  to 
furnish  sketches  of  those  ministers  who  are  not  on  that  record.  If  only 
their  names,  dates  of  their  birth  and  death,  and  admission  to  the  Con- 
ference could  be  given,  these  men  should  thus  be  rescued  from  ob- 
livion. We  should  also  have  sketches  of  our  literary  institutions,  of 
our  theological  school,  of  our  incorporated  camp-meeting  associations, 
etc.  Each  local  history  should  be  recorded  in  a  substantial  book  for 
local  reference,  and  a  copy  should  be  sent  to  the  historian  of  the  Con- 
ference. What  Methodist  minister  or  layman  would  not  desire  to  pos- 
sess sucli  a  history  and  to  transmit  it  as  an  heir-loom  to  his  posterity. 

Such  a  work  will  give  to  these  churches  and  their  kindred  institu- 
tions, dignity  and  importance  in  the  eyes  of  the  present  and  coming 
generations.  It  will  be  a  grateful  memorial  of  our  godly  jmd  heroic 
predecessors,  men  and  women,  "of  whom  the  world  was  not  worthy." 
Seeing  how  cheerfully  they  sacrificed  and  how  grandly  they  wrought, 
it  will  constrain  us  and  our  successors  to  "mind  the  same  things  and 
to  walk  by  the  same  rule ;"  and  will  inspire  us  and  them  with  a  quench- 
less zeal  to  enlarge  and  perpetuate  the  work  which  they  began.  Let  us 
by  such  means  teach  our  people  the  value  of  our  polity.  Let  us  make 
it  impossible  for  them  ever  to  forget  that  Methodism  owes  the  con- 
servation of  its  immense  accretions,  to  its  genius  for  organization. 

In  view  of  all  these  considerations,  and  many  more  which  will  occur 
to  your  own  minds,  we  desire  to  express  our  approval  of  the  sugges- 
tion of  Bishop  Hurst,  one  year  ago,  by  which  Rev.  Geo.  H.  Hardy  was 
induced  to  collect  and  arrange  material  for  a  history  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Conference.  Commending  him  for  what  he  has  already 
done,  and  pledging  ourselves  heartily  to  cooperate  with  him,  we  would 
recommend  that  he  be  appointed,  by  this  liody,  to  that  work,  and  in- 
.structed  to  prosecute  it  with  diligence.

TO  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  NEW  HAMPSHIRE  CONFERENCE 
OF  THE  METHODIST  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH. 


Bev.  Fathers  and  Brothers : 

The  older  members  of  yowv  body  will  remember  that  some  thirty 
years  ago  the  Boston  W esleyan  Association  was  enabled  to  appropriate 
to  the  New  England  Conferences,  for  a  number  of  years,  dividends 
from  the  earnings  of  Zion's  Herald,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  its  original  constitution.  At  that  time  we  possessed  no  building  of 
our  own.  We  were  consequently  obliged  to  hire  rooms  for  our  accom- 
modation which  never  fully  answered  our  purposes,  and  for  which  we 
had  to  pay  high  rents.  Besides  these  inconveniences  to  ourselves,  the 
Methodist  Book  Depository  had  limited  and  inferior  accommodations, 
and  the  "Boston  Preachers'  Meeting"  had  no  suitable  place  in  which  to 
hold  their  weekly  gatherings ;  neither  had  the  several  social  and  be- 
nevolent societies  connected  with  our  church  suitable  places  in  which 
to  hold  their  general  business  meetings.  In  short,  it  was  felt  that  we 
needed  a  permanent  denominational  head-quarters.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances the  Association  felt  called  upon  to  undertake  this  desirable 
enterprise.  It  was  quite  a  number  of  years  before  any  suitable  estate 
was  found  for  sale;  but  in  1869  the  "Bromfield  House"  came  into  mar- 
ket. This  was  a  central  location,  next  adjoining  the  historic  old 
"Bromfield  Street  M.  E.  Church."  The  price  was  reasonable,  and  it 
was  finally  purchased.  The  lot  being  considerably  larger  than  the 
building  covered,  and  the  building  itself  being  unadapted  to  our  pur- 
pose, it  was  determined  to  tear  down  the  old  building,  and  in  its  place 
construct  a  new  one  to  cover  the  whole  lot,  and  which,  while  suited  to 
our  own  wants,  would  accommodate  other  interests  of  our  cause,  and 
still  further  afi'ord  valuable  stores  and  offices  for  rental. 

But  in  order  to  meet  this  new  and  heavy  responsibility  it  would  be 
necessary  to  husband  all  our  resources  and  suspend  for  a  time  the  usu- 
al dividends  to  the  Conferences.  And,  further,  to  give  additional  per- 
manence and  security  to  our  Association  and  its  benevolent  objects  we 
obtained  an  act  of  incorporation  from  the  Massachusetts  legislature. 
This  charter  provides  explicitly  that  "all  profits  which  shall  accrue  from 
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said  busioess,  over  and  above  the  capital  sum  necessary  for  conduct- 
ing the  same,  the  said  corporation  shall  annually  divide  and  appropri- 
ate among  the  several  Annual  Conferences  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  in  New  England,  for  the  benefit  of  the  superannuated  and  nec- 
essitous ministers  of  the  same,  their  wives,  widows  and  orphans,  in 
such  proportions  as  said  corporation  shall  deem  equitable."  It  will 
thus  be  seen  that  these  dividends  are  secured  absolutely  to  the  Con- 
ferences, and  that  any  attempted  diversion  of  them  to  other  purposes 
could  at  once  be  arrested  by  enjoinment  of  the  courts.  It  will  also  be 
seen  that  the  act  of  incorporation  limits  the  Conferences  in  their  ap- 
plication of  these  funds.  They  are  designed  solely  for  the  "superan- 
nuated and  necessitous  ministers,  their  wives,  widows  and  orphans." 

Our  new  building  was  completed  and  opened  for  its  various  uses  in 
October,  1870.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
the  Methodist  Church  was  the  youngest  of  all,  it  was  the  first  in  Bos- 
ton to  provide  a  building  for  general  denominational  purposes. 
Though  several  have  since  been  erected,  none  excel  our  own  in  central 
location,  in  value,  and  in  adaptation  to  its  uses.  The  Herald  publica- 
tion and  editorial  offices,  and  the  type-setting  and  mailiog  rooms  are 
all  spacious,  convenient,  and  accessible  to  each  other,  and  all  free  of 
charge  to  the  jHeraZcZ ;  the  Book  Depository  is  pro  vided  with  a  large 
and  elegant  store  at  a  reduced  rental;  and  the  "Methodist  Historical 
Society,"  the  "New  England  Branch  of  the  Women's  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Society,"  the  "Methodist  Social  Union"  and  the  "Preachers' Aid 
Society,"  are  all  well  accommod;iled  under  the  same  roof;  and  last, 
but  by  no  means  least,  the  renowned  "Boston  Preachers'  Meeting"  is 
gratuitously  furnished  with  an  clei^ant  and  spacious  hall,  entirely  se- 
cluded from  noise  and  interruption  and  at  a  comfortable  temperature 
at  all  seasons,  in  which  to  hold  its  Monday  morning  gatherings. 

Besides  these  accommodations  for  our  own  wants,  the  building,  cov- 
ering as  it  does  10,000  feet  of  land,  and  five  stories  high,  is  large 
enough  to  embrace  three  valuable  stores  on  the  ground  floor,  and  nu- 
mtrous  offices  in  the  upper  stories  which  pay  a  handsome  rent.  Among 
these  tenants  have  been  the  Theological  School  and  the  Law  School 
connected  with  Boston  University,  who  were  furnished  with  eligible 
quarters  until  they  obtained  permanent  homes  of  their  own. 

The  entire  cost  of  our  land  and  building  Vv'as  a  little  over  ^300,000. 
Of  this  sum  over  $!100,000  has  been  paid  (realized  from  the  earnings  of 
the  Ilerald  and  accumulated  interest,  and  from  the  rents  of  the  build- 
inu)  leaving  a  mortgage  of  §200,000,  This  is  quite  a  formidable  debt, 
but  the  means  for  its  gradual  payment  are  so  well  in  hand  that  it  oc- 
casions no  particular  disquiet,  so  long  as  we  are  blessed  with  our  usual 
good  fortune.  Still,  as  certain  members  of  our  Association  are  per- 
sonally held  as  endorsers  on  our  mortgage  no1;e,  we  feel  that  we  ought 
to  devote  the  income  of  our  building,  and  at  loast  a  part  of  the  earnings 
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of  the  Herald  to  the  recUictioii  of  the  debt,  and  thus  relieve  these  breth- 
ren, as  soon  as  possible,  from  this  exceptional  responsibility. 

And  now,  after  this  long  detail  of  facts  connected  with  our  enter- 
prise, and  which  we  have  presumed  you  would  be  glad  to  learn,  we 
come  to  an  announcement  which  we  are  confident  will  interest  you. 
We  propose  an  early  resumption  of  our  dividends  to  the  Conferences, 
in  the  following  method :  The  Association  will  reserve  one  half  of  the 
profits  of  the  Herald  for  the  year,  as  reported  at  our  next  annual  meet- 
ing, for  payment  on  our  debt ;  the  other  half  we  will  divide  among  the 
several  patronizing  Conferences,  according  to  the  number  of  subscrib- 
ers in  each,  the  first  division  being  payable  at  the  Conference  of  next 
year.  We  cannot  of  course  now  determine  on  the  precise  profits,  but 
we  have  reason  to  hope  that  the  whole  sum  to  be  distributed  to  the 
Conferences  will  amount  to  $1,500  or  $2,000.  We  propose  to  continue 
on  this  plan  until  the  entire  liquidation  of  our  debt  is  efl*ected;  after 
that  the  income  from  the  building  will  also  be  available  for  dividends. 
The  commissions  to  individual  preachers  for  new  subscribers  and 
collections  will  be  continued  as  usual. 

Allow  us  in  conclusion  one  word  in  relation  to  Zion's  Herald.  We 
trust  it  is  acceptable  and  useful  to  yourselves  and  your  people,  and 
that  you  will  give  your  valuable  aid  to  its  still  wider  circulation.  It  is 
a  common  interest  to  us  all  as  Christians  and  as  Methodists,  and  the  rea- 
sons that  led  to  its  original  establishment,  alike  urge  the  further  exten- 
sion of  its  usefulness  among  the  ever  multiplying  families  of  Metho- 
dism. 

With  sincere  thanks  for  your  past  sympathy  and  co-operation  in  our 
enterprise,  and  wishing  you  great  prosperity  in  your  supremely  im-

MEMOIRS. 


LOREN  H.  GORDOX. 

Rev.  Loren  H.  Gordou,  son  of  Lemuel  G.  and  Mehitable  Gordon,  was 
born  in  Andover,  Mass.,  June  22,  1807,  and  died  in  Quincy,  111.,  Aug. 
21,  1886,  aged  79  years  and  29  days.  When  a  boy  he  removed  to  New 
Hampshire.  In  February,  1828,  at  the  age  of  20  j^ears  and  8  months, 
he  was  converted  at  Lancaster,  N.  H.  June  22,  1828,  at  Daltou,  N.  H., 
he  was  baptized  by  Rev.  Jonathan  Chace,  and,  during  the  same  year,  in 
the  same  town,  was  received  into  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  by 
Rev.  Moses  G.  Cass.  Oct.  18,  1829,  at  Bethlehem,  N.  H.,  he  was  li- 
censed to  exhort  by  Rev.  E.  Wells,  Presiding  Elder.  May  21,  1831,  at 
Lancaster,  N.  H  ,  he  was  licensed  to  preach.  Sept.  4,  1830,  at  Mont 
pelier,  Vt.,  he  was  ordained  deacon  by  Bishop  Hedding.  June  8,  1838, 
he  was  ordained  elder  by  Bishop  Morris.  In  1832,  at  Lyndon,  Vt.,  he 
joined  the  New  Hampshire  Conference.  Aug.  19,  1834,  at  Great  Falls, 
N.  IL,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Adams  Smiley,  niece  of  Rev. 
John  Adams,  familiarly  known  as  "  Reformation  John  Adams." 

The  aged  widow  still  survives  and  bows  in  submission  to  God's  will. 
Several  of  their  children  died  in  infancy.  Two  sons  and  a  daughter 
survive.  One  son  lives  in  Quincy,  111. ;  one  in  Garnett,  Kansas,  and  the 
daughter  in  Minneapolis,  Minn. 

Bro.  Gordon  filled  appointments  in  the  New  Hampshire  Conference 
as  follows:  1832,  Wakelield;  1833,  Canaan;  1834,  Bristol;  1835-36, 
Stratford;  1837,  Gilmanton;  1838,  Meredith  Bridge ;  1839-40,  Marlow. 
June  30,  1841,  he  was  located  at  his  own  request.  In  1855  he  was  re- 
admitted to  Conference,  after  which  he  filled  appointments  as  follows  : 
1855-50,  North  Salem;  1857-58,  Manchester,  First  Church;  1859, 
Grantham;  1800,  Ilenniker.  During  the  year  1800  he  removed  to 
Quincy,  111.    In  1801  he  superannuated  and  so  remained  until  death. 

For  a  few  years  he  was  engaged  in  business  in  Quincy.  In  1867  he 
was  appointed  agent  of  the  American  Bible  Society  in  Illinois,  and  con- 
tinued to  act  as  such  for  eight  years,  until  failing  health  compelled  him 
to  resign.  In  all  relations  and  responsibilities  in  life  he  was  faithful 
and  efficient.  He  was  a  good  scholar,  a  plain,  practical,  stirring 
preacher  of  the  old  school,  an  excellent  pastor  and  a  hard  worker.  His 
disease—paralysis  of  the  head — filled  the  last  years  of  his  life  with  sore 
affliction,  but  God  was  graciously  with  him.  He  was  well  belpyed  by 
those  who  knew  hinj,  and  his  end  was  peace^uj. 
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SILAS  WIGGIN. 
Key.  Silas  Wiggin  was  born  in  Fairlee,  Vt.,  April  8,  1805,  and  died  at 
Sutton,  Vt.,  Dec.  17,  188G.  When  about  19  years  of  age  he  was 
powerfully  awakened  under  a  sermon  preached  by  the  Rev.  John  Foster. 
He  was  for  a  time  sorely  tempted.  He  says  :  "but  at  last  I  settled  up 
with  the  devil,  gained  the  point,  found  peace  with  the  Lord,  and  have 
had  no  trouble  since."  "In  a  little  time,  I  had  trials  about  preaching — 
went  to  Lyndon  and  studied  awhile  with  Bro.  E.  Smith,  and  there  I  re- 
ceived the  baptism  of  the  Holy  Ghost."  "Glory  to  God,  what  a  salva- 
tion it  was,  full  and  free !"  After  improving  his  gifts,  for  two  or  three 
years,  as  a  local  preacher,  he  was  admitted  on  trial  to  the  New  Hamp. 
shire  and  Vermont  Annual  Conference,  held  at  Montpelier,  Aug.  31, 
1836.  In  1889  he  was  ordained  deacon  at  Sandwich,  N.  H.,  and  in  1841 
ordained  elder  at  Dover,  N.  H.  His  fields  of  labor  were  St.  Johnsbury, 
Chelsea,  Westfleld,  Derby  and  Holland,  Cabot  and  Calais,  Vt.,  and  Ly- 
man, Columbia,  and  Stratford,  N.  H.  During  these  ten  years  of  effec- 
tive service,  he  says,  "the  good  Lord  has  been  with  me  and  blessed  my 
labors."  "I  have  seen  many  converted."  He  was  a  man  of  ordinary 
preaching  ability,  but  all  his  capital  was  invested  in  church  work.  "He 
walked  with  God,"  and  God  walked  with  him.  He  was  a  very  success- 
ful worker  in  social  meetings ;  mighty  in  prayer  and  strong  in  faith. 

During  the  forty  years  of  his  superannuated  life,  he  lived  in  Lyndon 
and  Sutton,  Vt.  He  has  left  a  legacy  to  the  church,  and  the  world — 
a  consistent  Christian  character,  which  shone  with  increasing  brilliancy 
through  a  long  and  useful  life,  which  any  man  might  covet.  The  in- 
fluence of  such  a  consecrated  life  will  never  be  known  until  "the  books 
are  opened."  He  was  in  hearty  sympathy  with  the  preachers  and  their 
work,  who  have  been  stationed  near  him,  and  was  always  ready  to  do 
all  he  was  able,  to  assist  them.  It  was  known  to  his  most  intimate 
friends,  that,  at  times  during  his  life,  he  was  subject  to  mental  depres- 
sion. It  was  feared  that  he  might  be  left  to  take  his  own  life.  Ho 
was  nearly  82  years  of  age,  broken  down  in  health,  nerves  shattered, 
and  reason  dethroned.  The  sad  event  which  had  been  feared  has  become 
a  reality.  The  subject  is  too  profound,  too  mj'Stcrious  for  human  con- 
templation. We  stand  in  the  presence  of  death  confounded  and  silent. 
Words  have  lost  their  significance. 

The  funeral  services  were  held  in  the  Free  Baptist  Church,  conducted 
by  the  Rev.  H.  P.  Gushing,  of  East  Burke,  assisted  by  the  pastor  of 
the  Free  Baptist  Church,  and  the  writer  of  this  sketch.  The  occasion 
was  interesting  and  solemn.  Not  a  relative  present  to  mourn.  But  the 
large  congregation  that  assembled,  and  the  tears  that  fell  from  many 
an  eye.  Indicated  the  high  esteem  in  which  our  departed  brother  was 
held.  The  Baptist  preacher  said :  "Three  weeks  ago  to-day  our  Broth- 
er was  here  with  us,  and  offered  the  opening  pra3'er,  and  such  a  iirayer 
\ye  have  selclom  heard,  and  one  we  shall  not  soon  forget.    As  he  sat 
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there  in  the  altar,  his  face  turned  up  to  mine,  all  aglow  with  heavenly- 
radiance,  it  was  an  inspiration,  and  a  great  help  to  me.  You  will  not 
get  as  good  sermons  from  me,  hereafter,  as  you  did  while  he  was  with 
us."  We  laid  his  remains  away  in  the  cemetery,  where  his  two  wives 
and  five  children  are  laid,  quietly  to  rest  until  "Gabriel's  trump  shall 
sound  and  the  dead  shall  be  raised." 


JULIA  ESTELLE  TROW. 
Julia  Estelle  Trow  was  born  in  Sandwich,  N.  H.,  March  23,  18G2,  and 
died  of  Bright's  disease,  in  Haverhill,  N.  H.,  December  10,  1886,  aged 
24  years,  8  months  and  7  days.  She  was  the  fourth  and  youngest 
daughter  of  Benjamin  B.,  and  Julia  M.  Locke,  of  Center  Sandwich, 
X.  H. 

Her  education  was  mostly  obtained  in  the  common  school  and  Beede 
High  School  of  her  native  village.  For  nine  years,  commencing  at  the 
age  of  15,  she  was  a  successful  school  teacher.  The  last  two  years  of 
her  teaching  were  spent  at  Lake  Village,  N.  H.  At  the  age  of  13  years, 
she  experienced  religion  under  the  labors  of  Rev.  D.  W.  Downs,  and 
in  the  following  year,  Deceml)er  3,  187G,  she  joined  the  M.  E.  church 
at  Center  Sandwich  in  full  connection.  Naturally  endowed  with  strong 
intellectual  faculties,  she  was  independent  in  her  thought  and  positive 
in  her  convictions.  Unassuming  in  her  demeanor,  she  was  conscien- 
tious and  benevolent,  breathing  the  atmosphere  of  Christian  purity. 
She  habitually  sought  opportunities  for  personal  private  usefulness,  es- 
pecially among  the  needy  and  fallen.  True  to  all  accepted  trusts,  and 
mindful  of  her  church  obligations,  she  faithfully  filled  her  place  in 
the  choir,  Sunday-school,  class  and  prayer-meetings,  and  all  de- 
partments of  church  work. 

June  3,  188G,  she  was  married  to  Rev.  J.  H.  Trow,  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Conference,  and  entered  upon  the  duties  of  an  itinerant 
Methodist  minister's  wife  at  Haverhill,  N.  H. 

In  six  months  and  seven  days  from  her  marriage  she  was  called  "up 
higher,"  and  obeyed  the  call  in  Christian  triumph.  Her  disease,  which 
suddenly  assumed  an  acute  and  severe  form,  was  found  to  have  been  of 
long  duration  in  mild  form.  The  church  and  congregation  at  Haver- 
hill, to  whom  she  had  endeared  herself  by  labors  of  love,  watched  tear- 
fully with  her  husband  and  relatives  around  her  bedside,  while  life's 
taper  rapidly  burned  out  in  anguish.  Conscious  that  the  time  of  her 
departure  drew  near,  she  disposed  of  her  temporal  eflects,  said  her 
farewells  to  friends  present,  sent  messages  to  others,  and  request- 
ed to  be  buried  "under  the  cherry  tree  near  the  rock-maple  on  the  hill," 
where,  from  childhood,  she  had  so  often  played  and  studied. 

Her  funeral  was  conducted  by  the  Presiding  Elder  of  Concord  Dis- 
trict, Rev.  G.  W.  Norris,  in  the  Methodist  church  at  Center  Sandwich, 
amid  tokens  of  grief  from  the  many  who  knew  her  bg>st  and  loved  Jier 
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most.  Her  remains  were  deposited  in  the  place  of  her  choice  by  the 
side  of  her  father,  who,  a  few  days  before,  without  her  knowledge,  had 
suddenly  died.  Glad  must  have  been  the  surprise  of  father  and 
daughter  at  their  meeting  in  heaven.  Husband,  mother,  three  sisters 
and  the  host  of  the  redeemed  are  journeying  to  meet  her.  May  the 
abounding  grace  of  Him  who  chasteneth  whom  he  loveth,  sweetly  sus- 
tain our  dear  Brother  Trow,  who  for  a  second  time  is  left  a  widower. 


ELLA  CLARK  SHERMAN. 

Mrs.  Ella  Clark  Sherman,  daughter  of  Moses  and  Elmira  Clark,  was 
born  in  Landaff,  N.  H.,  Aug.  3,  1835,  and  was  fatally  injured  by  a  run- 
away team  in  Tilton,  N.  H.,  Sept.  21,  and  died  Sept.  27,  1886. 

Sister  Sherman  found  Christ  under  the  Christian  ministry  of  Rev, 
A.  S.  Tenney,  and  united  with  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
when  about  sixteen  years  of  age.  She  was  educated  at  the  Newbury 
Seminary  and  Female  College,  where  she  not  only  trained  the  intellect 
but  the  spiritual  as  w^ell  for  an  important  mission.  March  25,  18G0, 
she  was  married  to  Rev.  Moses  Sherman,  a  member  of  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Conference,  and  entered  the  field  for  Christian  conflict  and  vic- 
tory. After  several  years  of  earnest  labor,  her  health  gave  way,  and 
she  was  called  to  suffer  severely  till  God  interposed  in  answer  to  prayer 
and  gave  her  a  new  lease  of  life  and  health.    James  5.  15. 

In  March,  1879,  with  her  family,  she  moved  to  Tilton,  where  they 
could  secure  better  educational  advantages  for  their  only  child.  Dur- 
ing the  years  of  her  living  at  Tilton  she  took  a  deep  interest  in  the  wel- 
fare of  Zion,  and  was  of  prayerful  assistance  to  her  pastors.  For  the 
last  few  months  of  her  life  she  was  very  energetic,  cheerful  and  happy 
in  laboring  for  the  extension  of  Christ's  kingdom.  Her  last  testimonies 
v/ere  full  and  complete,  touching  the  work  of  entire  sanctification. 

There  were  no  dying  expressions  given,  but  her  life  was  a  living  tcs- 
tim(my,  and  all  joined  in  saying  "Sister  Sherman  was  fully  ready  for 
the  home  of  the  redeemed."  Her  funeral  was  attended  by  her  pastor, 
assisted  by  Revs.  D.  J.  Smith  and  Frye,  and  her  remains  were  laid  be- 
side those  of  Rev.  Bro.  Sherman,  at  Landaff,  to  await  the  sounding  of 
the  trumpet  in  the  resurrection  morning. 


CAROLINE  M.  BAILEY. 

Mrs.  Caroline  M.  Bailey,  wife  of  Rev.  N.  M.  Bailey,  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Conference,  died  in  Webster,  October  10,  188G.  She  was 
born  in  Berwick,  Me.,  in  1831. 

She  was  converted  in  childhood,  and  early  joined  the  church.  She 
entered  the  estate  matrimonial  in  185L  Her  childhood  and  youth  were 
passed  amid  the  uneventful,  but  beautiful  scenes  of  her  rural  home. 
Her  temperament,  naturally  (juiet,  restful  and  firm,  evidently  gained  a 
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finish  from  her  surroundings.  Near  enough  to  the  large  and  busy  vil- 
lage of  Great  Falls  to  reap  the  advantages  of  society,  she  was  yet  re- 
mote enough  from  town  to  escape  its  surface  ruffle  and  giddy  whirl. 
Her  early  education  was  acquired  in  the  district  schools  of  her  native 
town,  and  furnished  a  solid  foundation  for  later  finish  and  thorough 
work  in  the  activities  and  responsibilities  of  her  high  position  in  life. 
Her  feet  being  early  turned  in  wisdom's  waj'-s,  she  had  fully  proved 
those  "ways  to  be  ways  of  pleasantness  and  all  her  paths  peace." 
Her  marriage  was  the  result  of  mutual  afiection,  the  growth  of  the  full 
patriarchal  term  of  seven  years'  acquaintance,  and  it  never  dimmed, 
but  brightened  and  strengthened  through  all  the  vicissitudes  of  an  itin- 
erant life  of  twenty  years,  and  awaits  a  reunion  iu  heaven. 

Of  a  rugged  ancestry  and  of  a  strong  constitution,  she  bore  the  bur- 
dens of  her  lot  easily  till  within  the  last  eight  or  ten  years,  when  her 
health  gave  way,  and  she  never  recovered  it.  This  was  a  great  embar- 
rassment ;  but  she  bore  the  inevitable  inconveniences  of  the  itinerancy 
in  feeble  health  with  much  patience  aud  sweet  submission  to  the  Divine 
direction. 

She  was  a  Christian  from  an  intelligent  conviction  of  the  truth  and 
excellence  of  Christianity.  Her  experience  was  deep  and  rich,  clear 
and  unvarying.  To  herself  it  was  a  wellspring  of  life  and  joy ;  and  to 
her  friends  it  was  a  constant  benediction.  It  was  an  inspiration  to  well- 
doing, and  the  firm  rock  on  which  rested  her  hope  of  heaven.  Her  aims 
were  high,  her  endeavors  constant,  and  the  results  proportionate.  Her 
charity  embraced  all. 

Her  children,  four  in  number,  grew  around  her  as  clusters  of  rich- 
ness and  beauty.  The  love  aud  care  which  so  rich  a  nature  only  could 
give,  were  theirs,  and  must  leave  their  impress  indelibly  written  on 
memory's  tablet.  These  shall  be  her  memorial.  When  they  are  old 
they  will  not  forsake  her  ways. 

And  her  husband  praiseth  her.  To  him  the  lower  light  of  life  is  ex- 
tinguished. She  was  his  faithful  counselor  and  steadfast  helpmeet  iu 
all  his  work.  Even  when  her  health  had  given  way  so  that  she  was 
mostly  restricted  to  her  home  circle,  she  failed  not  in  wise  counsels 
and  strong  inspiration.  These  will  not  be  forgotten ;  and  by  these, 
though  lost  to  sight,  she  will  be  ever  present,  and  will  continue  to 
speak.  She  "endured  as  seeing  Him  who  is  invisible."  Her  sickness 
was  long,  and  at  times  severe.  But  her  faith  was  equal  to  the  occasion. 
She  triumphed.  The  end  was  unlooked  for  and  apparently  quite  easy — 
like  falling  asleep.  Thus  she  rests.  We  laid  her  away  in  the  quiet 
beauty  of  her  native  hills,  where  dust  rests  with  dust,  and  the  spirit 
with  God  who  gave  it,  in  hope  of  the  reunion  of  Christ's  own  likeness 
when  He  comes. 


ALICE  A.  LUNT. 
Mrs.  Alice  A.  Lunt,  wife  of  Rev.  A.  R.  Lunt,  of  the  New  Hampshire 
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Conference,  was  the  second  daughter  of  George  and  Almira  Chase,  of 
Brunswick,  Me.,  where  she  was  born  May  26,  1824;  and  she  died  in 
Somerville,  Mass.,  Feb.  1,  1887,  at  the  home  of  her  sister,  Mrs.  Carrie 
Taylor,  being  nearly  63  years  of  age. 

Mrs.  Lunt  became  a  Christian  in  her  childhood,  and  united  with  the 
Free  Baptist  Church  in  her  native  town,  of  which  her  parents  were 
w^orthy  members.  She  continued  in  the  faith  and  fellowship  of  that 
church,  walking  in  its  ordinances  and  seeking  its  good  till  the  period 
of  early  womanhood  was  reached,  when  she  removed  her  relationship 
to  the  church  in  which  her  real  life  was  passed,  and  where  her  work  for 
the  Master  was  done.  In  her  early  womanhood  she  also  joined  her  life 
to  that  of  Bro.  Lunt,  then  a  young  man,  just  ready  to  enter  the  vine- 
yard of  the  Lord.  The  two  hearts  became  one,  and  thenceforth  the 
two  life-currents  flowed  together ;  and  the  years  and  events  which  fol- 
lowed have  only  knit  the  two  former  the  closer,  and  made  the  latter 
more  placid  and  strong.  In  the  same  mouth  of  their  marriage  they  en  • 
tered  the  Methodist  itinerancy,  and  the  bridal  tour  thus  begun  has  only 
now  ended,  at  the  margin  of  the  river.  Like  Abraham,  "the  friend  of 
God,"  they  "went  out  not  knowing  whither,"  with  no  foot  of  the  land 
to  call  their  own;  and  unlike  him  with  no  flocks  and  herds,  but  rich  in 
the  promises,  forsaking  father  and  mother,  brothers  and  sisters,  for 
the  blessed  Lord's  sake,  and  receiving  the  hundred  fold  in  this  life- 
houses  and  lands,  fathers  and  mothers,  brothers  and  sisters — and  not  a 
doubt  or  fear  as  to  the  "eternal  life  in  the  world  to  come."  the  real 
grandeur  of  such  a  movement  is,  doubtless,  quite  unseen  by  the  blurred 
eye  of  sense !  Now,  in  the  evening  of  life,  when  the  shadows  fall 
backward  and  lengthen,  no  stores  of  wealth  laid  up  on  earth  are  theirs, 
but  treasure  in  heaven  whither  they  go.  More  than  twenty-five  years 
of  labor,  in  life's  prime,  were  given  to  Maine,  her  native  state,  divided 
between  the  two  Conferences  of  that  state,  and  eighteen  years  to  New 
Hampshire,  in  the  same  fervent  devotion  to  the  Master's  service. 

In  all  these  years  Mrs.  L.  was  a  true  helpmeet  to  her  husband. 
In  every  way  known  to  the  wise  and  watchful  sharer  of  the  minister's 
joys  and  trials,  toils  and  cares,  she  entered  into  his  labors  and  lightened 
when  she  could  not  share  them;  wise  in  counsel,  skillful  in  execution, 
and  always  calm  and  unrufilcd  as  the  summer  evening,  she  was  mistress 
of  the  situation.  She  was  a  faithful  wife  and  a  devoted  mother.  In  a 
high  sense  her  home  was  her  kingdom.  Five  children  came  to  this  home, 
two  of  whom  passed  over  the  river  before  her.  The  other  three  sur- 
vive and  honor  her  memory.  They  are  settled  in  homes  of  their  own. 
But  there  was  a  central  home  which  never  lost  its  name  or  its  influence. 
To  them  it  was  a  sunshiny  spot.  "Her  children  rise  up  and  call  her 
blessed;  her  husband  also,  and  he  praiseth  her." 

In  an  itinerant  ministry,  running  through  forty  years  and  more,  there 
must  be  a  variety  of  "situations,"  to  say  the  least.  But  this  was  pre- 
pared for.    She  had  counted  the  cost,  and  therefore  she  never  com- 
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plained.  Still,  as  the  years  rolled  up  and  the  eventide  came  on,  she 
felt  that  it  was  time  to  retire,  and  hence  for  the  last  few  years  has  mov- 
ed less  than  formerly.  And  now  she  rests.  For  about  half  a  century 
she  has  been  an  active  Christian,  adorning  her  high  calling  by  a  well- 
ordered  life  and  a  godly  conversation. 

Her  last  sickness  was  short.  It  Avas  thought  to  be  of  a  nature  to 
justify  a  surgical  operation,  and  preparation  was  made  accordingly,  witli 
the  full  understanding  that  the  result  might  be  fatal.  The  scene  was 
one  this  world  would  call  '-grandeur."  It  was  more.  It  was  Christian. 
With  the  fatal  knife  ready,  if  not  quite  lifted,  she  took  an  affectionate 
and  final  leave  of  her  famih"  and  friends,  confessing  full  confidence  in 
God,  saying,  "  All  is  bright  beyond,"  and  calmly  submitted  to  the  oper- 
ation. She  never  recovered  full  consciousness,  but  lingered  nine  days 
and  fell  asleep. 

Many  mourn  for  her — a  husband  in  deep  grief,  waiting  his  call ; 
three  children,  grand  children,  five  brothers  and  sisters,  and  a  host  of 
friends  in  all  these  fields  of  labor.    But  He  givctli  His  beloved  sleep.

HIS  Institution  offers  to  its  under- graduate  students  three 
courses  of  study,  each  extending  through  four  years,  called 
respectively  the  Classical,  the  Latin-Scientiflc,  and  the  Scientific 
Course,  and  conducting  respectively  to  the  degrees  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Philosophy,  and  Bachelor  of  Science.  In 
each  of  these  courses  the  studies  of  the  first  two  years  are  nearly  all 
required ;  but  in  the  last  two  years  only  about  half  "the  prescribed  quota 
are  required,  the  student  selecting  the  remainder  from  a  wide  range  of 
elective  studies.  It  is  believed  that  a  suflicient  amount  is  required  in 
each  of  the  great  departments  of  study  to  aflbrd  a  good  foundation  in 
general  culture  ;  while  the  large  freedom  of  election  in  later  years  of 
the  course  allows  the  student  to  adapt  his  work  to  his  own  taste,  talents 
and  purposes.  Post  graduate  courses  in  the  various  departments  of 
science  and  literature  are  ottered  to  graduates  of  this  and  other  colleges. 

An  Astronomical  Observatory  provided  with  a  fine  Telescope,  well- 
furnished  Chemical,  Physical,  and  Biological  Laboratories,  and  a  large 
and  constantly  increasing  Museum  of  Natural  History,  afford  facilities 
for  a  practical  training  in  the  methods  of  observation  and  research  em- 
ployed in  the  several  sciences.  The  Library  numbers  over  34,000  vol- 
umes, and  its  steady  increase  is  provided  by  special  fund.  Tliere  is  a 
-svell-stocked  Reading  Koom  and  a  well-furnished  Gymnasium. 

Special  attention  is  directed  to  the  Tumox  Scholarships  which  the 
President  of  the  College  has  authority  to  grant  to  students  of  good 
character  who  may  need  them.  These  Scholarships  exempt  all  who  re- 
ceive them  from  charges  of  tuition.  In  addition  the  College  has  forty- 
eight  "Competitive  Scholarships,"  varying  in  annual  value  from  $50  to 
8155,  which  will  be  awarded  to  students  according  to  class  standing. 
These  Scholarships  are  divided  among  the  classes  equally.  With  these 
and  other  aids  that  the  College  directly  or  indirectly  supplies,  it  is  be- 
lieved that  no  young  person  of  ability,  energy  and  moral  worth  need  be 
deterred  by  poverty  from  undertaking  a  course  of  liberal  education  in 
this  University. 

Ladies  are  admitted  to  the  University  on  equal  terras  with  gentlemen. 
For  the  special  use  of  the  ladies,  provisions  ample,  and  even  elegant, 
has  been  made  in  immediate  proximity  to  the  University  buildings.  In 
this  provision  it  is  believed  that  nothing  in  the  nature  of  taste,  conveni- 
ence or  service  is  wanting. 

Examinations  for  admission  are  held  the  day  after  Commencement, 
and  on  the  day  before  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  Term.  These  days  for 
the  year  1887  will  be  respectively  July  1  and  Sept.  14.  For  further
